It is asserted that the sole purpose of 
calling these meetings for Friday evening 
was to give out orders for the organization 
of the free silver “‘ tag ”’ to the sound money 
parade. : 

The number in the Bryan crowd last night 
was augmented also by an offer made by 
Ald. Coughlin to his constituents in the 
levee of 25 cents for every man who would 
march and yell for Bryan. 

The free siiverites trailed after the parade 
until it had passed the reviewing sfand, 


where Mark Hanna and his party were sta- . 


tioned watching the sound money parade. 
Mr. Hanna stood smiling and watched them 
as they went past, gesticulating and yelling. 
But the crowd which lined the sidewalks in 
front of the Auditoriim was less patient? 
and hissed the noisy crowd which wound up 
the procession. 
Fireworks on Lake-Front. 

The scene along Michigan avenue was 
heightened materially by a fine display of 
fireworks on the Lake-Front nearly opposite 
the Auditorium. It began with the firing of 
the cannon which announced the beginning 
of the parade, and continued until the pro- 
cession had passed. 

Immediately following the report of the 
cannon a dozen skyrockets blazed high into 
the air. This display continued for severa] 
minutes, ~ 

Then came a succession of bombs and each 
one, as it burst and scattered wide its vari- 
colored. lights, was greeted with cheers. 

The bombs were followed at frequent in- 
tervals by roman candles which burst in 
fountain .like streams from many points, 
making a beautiful display.

In accordance with the determination of 
the men to reach their object on time the 
train was started as the schedule had been 
arranged and Col. Wood waved his lantern 
above his head as a signal for the line to 
move. A cheer came from the roats of 
the spectators who had been watching, and 
was taken up.down the line and carried to 
the divisions massed on the cross:streets. 

As the McKinley triumphal train had only 
been partially made up it was necessary for 
the front rank to proceed slowly until some 
of the men had fallen into line. Section 
after section of the great train was switched 
in from adjacent streets, and brakemen ran 
up and down the tracks until the lines had 
been closed up and the couplings had been 
made, 

When the command was given to the di- 
vision across the river to march they came 
across the bridge like an avalanche and car- 
ried. everything before them. A sea of 
torches waving above their heads lighted 
up the line of march and revealed the faces 
of the spectators im. the windows along the 
line. 

At the intersection of Fifth avenue and 
Van Buren street a “ frog’’ was put into 
the track and some of the Illinois Centra!

Prominént Traffic Men March Side by 
Side with Their Employes. 

Conspicuous in the procession were mafiy 
of the leading railroad officials in this city. 
Few of them availed themselves of Col. J. 
H. Wood’s invitation to ride in carriages. 
Nearly all of those who did turn out marched 
side by sife with the men employed in the 
offices, frelght-houses, yards, and shops.

Michigan Central. Assistant General] Pas- 
senger Agent*Allen of the Baltimore and 
Ohio tried to keep up with the rest of his 
men, but found it a most difficult task.

at the ‘Auditorium,which followed the larg-, 
est, paradé€ ever given in the South, except- 
ing only the G. A; R. national parade of 
1895. 

It was far after 11 o'clock when Mr. Car- 
lisle was able to réach the Auditorium, as 
during the three and a half hours required 
by the parade in passing, all street car lines 
were blockaded and cabs could not pass the 
line. Mr. Carlisle on his arrival from Bowl- 
ing Green at 7:20 o’clock came to the Cour- 
ier-Journal office for a social call. Once in 
he found himself a prisoner by reason of 


'the throngs of marching men in Fourth 


street. The enthusiasm of the gathering at 
the Auditorium knew no bounds when Sec- 
retary Carlisle was seen entering the hall. 
The demonstration lasted some minutes. 
There were loud and continuous cries for 
a speech, but Mr. Carlisle only made a few 
remarks, declining in any tnanner to inter- 
fere with the program as arranged. 

There were in the parade 18,78v railroad 
employés, with thirty-one bands and four- 
teen drum corps. 

The parade was headed by the shell of a 
standard Pennsylvania locomotive, operat- 
ed by a trolley, and the rear was marked 
by a standard caboose of the Chicago and 
Eastern Lllinois pattern. 

The parade marched two and a half miles 
through Fourth street to the Auditorium, 
where the speaking was held. Aadresses 
were made by M. E. Ingalls, President of 
the Big Four and. Chésapeake and Ohio; 
W. W. Peabody, General Manager of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern; President 
J. W. Thomas of the Nashville, Cnattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis; Stuart R. Knott, First 
Vice-President of the Louisville aud Nash- 
ville: and W. H. Newman, General Agent of 
the Monon, and others. ; 

The Presidents and leading officers of 
every railroad entering Louisville occupied 
seats on the stage. Besides the employés 
in Louisville, Jeffersonville, New Albany, 
East Louisville, West Louisville, and South 
LouisvilJe the following lines carried py spe- 
cial trains 289 coach loads of employés from 
points within 200 miles: Loufsville and 
Nashville, six divisions; Chesapeake and 
Ohio, Southern railway, Illinois, Central, 
Louisville, Henderson and St. Louis; Louis- 
ville, Evansville and St. Louis; Louisville, 
New Albany and Chieago; Pennsylvania, 
Big Four, Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern. 

The route of the parade was marked by ex- 
tensive decorations of business houses, while 
colored fire, skyrockets, and roman can- 
dles emblazoned the line of march. The Au- 
ditorium held 3,500 people, and the amphi- 
theater adjoining seated 9,000 and left stand- 
ing room for 3,000, where the speaking was 
held. Only railroad ‘men were admitted, 
and almost 2,000 of these were turned away. 
The principal speech was made by M. E. 
Ingalls, who advised the railroad men to vote 

1 McKinley as the surest way of defeating 
Bryan. Every speaker referred to the in- 
sult of Mr. Carlisle at Covington.

RAILWAY PARADERS FILL THE TENT 
45D LAKE-FRONT ARMORY. 


Capt. Tamner, Mayor Swift, the Flying 
Squadron of Ex-Governors, Con- 
gressmen Lorimer and Belknap, 
and Others Preach Sound Money 
Doctrine—Cheers for McKinley and 
the Republican State Candidates— 
Auditors Shout Their Allegiance. 


Five thousand of the enthusiastic railway 


men cheered for McKinley and Tanner fox 


sound money and protection jn the tent on the 
Lake-Front and registered a unanimous vow 
in loud shouts of ‘‘ we will,” that on election 
day every single one of them will plank a 
straight Republican; ticket in the ballot- 
box.,, 

The meeting in many respects was some- 
thing of a novelty, and more interesting than 
usual in political campaigns. On account of 
the parade the tent was slow in filling up 
and it was nearly 10 o'clock before any of the 
speakers were introduced. In the meantime 
several bands vied with each other in en- 
tertaining the crowd. Then there was a Glee 
club composed of employés of the Burling- 
ton and Nebraska railroad, that came all the 
way from Lincoln to sing a few songs about 
William Jennings Bryan and give assur- 
ances that the Popocratic candidate’s home 
State will repudiate him on Nov. 3 by a large 
majority. 

For want of sufficient space the big Re- 
publican tent that har been doing service for 
nightly meetings all over Chicago was re- 
duced to half its size. At times it was filled 
to .overfiowing, but the crowd, having be- 
come excited with the marching and the 
noise still continuing on the outside, kept 
coming in and going out so that probably 
1¢,000 voters heard some of the speakers. 


Greeting to Ex-Governors. 

W. H. Knight, President of the Sound 
Money Federated Clubs, called the meeting 
to order and introduced George W. Lovejo 
as Chairman. In the meantime J. R. B. V 
Cleave arrived with members of his flying 
squadron of ex-Governors and their appear- 
ance on the platform was the signal for a 
great shout of applause. All ovver the tent 
men yelled “ There comes Uncle Dick ”’ and 
“ Hurrah for Uncle Dick,” meaning ex-Gov. 
Oglesby. 

Capt. Tanner also received a most hearty 
welcome. He was introduced by Chairman 
Lovejoy as the first speaker. On account 
of hoarseness, which prevented him from 
being heard any distance from the platform, 
Mr. Tannér had to limit his talk, but he made 
it a warm one and just to the liking of the 
railroad men, 

Among other things he said sound money 
this year, as it always had been, was synon- 
ymous with Republicanism and that every 
class of men advocating an honest dollar 
were hand in hand with theparty of law and 
order. “‘Our interests are the same. We 
all want the same thing.”’ . 

In answer to this a man away back in the 
audience shouted at the top of his voice: 
** Amen!” 

** We are all tired,” continued Mr, Tanner, 
*of the present conditions, and we want to 
change them.”’ 

“Yes, you bet’ we do,” came back the 
chorus from a thousand voices. 

** We want-to elect a President and a Con- 
gress that will back him.up to open the mills 
and the factories of this country s0 every man 
and every woman that wants employment 
can get it, and at good wages.” 

This sentiment was received with. tre- 
mendous cheers. Then the Captain went on 
to tell his héarers that he could not see that 
they were any different from other men.

Ex-Gov. Oglesby Speaks. 
Ex-Gov. Oglesby followed Capt. Tanner, 
As he stepped to the front the reception that 
greeted him must have convinced the old

gave him a round of cheers that could have 
been heard blocks away. He put them in 


good humor at the very start by exclaim-

It 
came after the Anarchist riots, when po- 
licemen were killed and wounded, and this 
great city was thrown into a state of ter 
ror. After the trial: given those men for 
murder and riot, their friends made a raid 
upon me to save them. But I thought of 
the policemen who had been killed in the 
grave discharge of their duty; of those who 
had been maimed and crippled for life, and 
I said no, let the law take its course. [A 
prod in the audience, ‘‘ What did Altgeld 
do?’’ 

**He pardoned two whom I would not par- 
don. [Great cheering.] 

** Never before have I alluded to the cir- 
cimstance publicly. It has not been a 
pleasant subject for me totalkabout. Now, 
I hold it to be a sound principie of political 
economy to keep wages as high as possible. 
To keep the*American people content you 
must give them labor and the best dollar 
in the world in exchange for it. We have 
the best money in the world now. What is 
all this nonsense anyway about free silver” 
And who are the men that are trying to 
cram it down your throats and make you 
act like a lot of Popocrats? Are you going 
to be fools enough to listen to other fools? 
(‘‘No, no; never,’ shouted the crowd.] 
Then vote our ticket.”” [‘' We will, you can 
bet on that.’’] 

As the ex-Governor retired to his seat-he 
was followed with a volley of shouts, hur- 
rahs, and three cheers. 


. Address by Senator Cullom. 


Senator Cullom was introduced by Chair- 
man Lovejoy as the father of the inier-State 
commerce law, and in the beginning of his 
short talk said a few things about that meas- 
ure, and also the car-coupling act. Then he 
discussed the issues of the campaign, com- 
paring conditions in China and Mexico and 
other free silver countries with what they 
soon would be here if the United. States 
should undertake to establish the 16 to 1 
fallacy and thereby hope to keep silver on a 
par with gold independent of other nations.

A score or more in the 
crowd assured him they had no desire to put 
their trust in that object. 

“If Bryan should be elected Pres—~— 
(Never, never,”’ came from all parts of the 
tent], no, never, but if such thing should 
happen, who would he put in his Cabinet? 
(‘* Altgeld,”’ was the reply in chorus.] 

“Yes, Altgeld for Secretary of ‘State. or 
Attorney-General, or something else to his 
liking. He would be entitled to anything 
he wanted, and Cyclone Davis would get 
something, and so weuld Tillman, but I 
don’t know what. Probably he would run 
the hay department. [Great laughter.) And 
how about Coxey? O; well, I den’t know 
about Coxey. I will not undertake to make 
up all his Cabinet.” 

Then the Senator began to name over a 
number of States and give the great major- 
ities which he believes they will roll up for 
McKinley, naming New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois and Ohfo, and Kentucky:

‘“You were told if the Democrats could 
only get in what great good they would 
do for the laboring people. I proclaimed it 
from every stump in Illinois, you had better 
let well enough alone. We warned you 
our factories .would close and that want 
would stalk through the land. Now, who 
told you the truth in ’92. 

‘‘ We want to restore those tariff laws. 
There was a strange coincidence that fol- 
lowed '92—the laboring man and the Re- 
publican party both lost their jobs.”’ 

“Gov. Altgeld and his party saw months 
ago that they were certainly lost unless 
they created a new issue. When Altgeld 
saw how united the people of this country 
were on protection he looked for some other 
issue.

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MARCH BENEATH A BLAZE 


STREET RAILWAY MEN MAKE AN 
ELECTRIC DISPLAY. 


Two Hundred Employes of the West 
Chicago Company Bear Aloft Stand- 
ards of Living Light—Brilliant Ef- 
feets Produced in Van Buren and 
Clark Streets—Generating Wagon 
Dazzling with Varicolored Loops 
and the National Colors. 


The prettiest part of the whole parade was 
the electrical display made by the West 
Chicago Street railway company, and only 
those who viewed the demonstration from 
points of observation in Van Buren and in 
Clark streets had the pleasure of witnessing 
this picturesque and interesting feature. 

The long double line of electric standard- 
bearers who followed behind the trolley 
wagon that led this section only suggested 
to the thousands of spectators on the rest 
of the line of march the beautiful effect 
produced on streets where trolley wires 
were overhead; but those who saw the clus- 
ters of brightly illuminated globes stretching 
for a full block at a time along Clark and 
Van Buren streets will not soon forget the 
scene. ' 

In the crowded side streets just off the 
starting point of the parade there were so 
many sections of the pardde awaiting their 
turn in line that the West Side railway boys 
were not noticed in the perfecting of their 
preparations, but the moment they fell into 
place in the marching column they carried 
everything before them. 


Wagon All Ablaze. 

Two gray horses almost utterly enveloped 
in big American flags, each with a lusty 
groom at his bit, drew the trolley wagon 
from which this masterpiece of parade illu- 
mination was generated. The vehicle itself 
was a blaze of incandescent lamps the mo- 
ment it found a positive under the wire that 
stretches over Van Buren street. ~ 

On either side of the car was an immense 
five-pointed star of red, white, and blue 
lights, the rays from which strikingly illu- 
minated big pictures of McKinley, Hobart, 
and Tanner, which formeda pant of the 


| other decorative features. of this display, 


A long trolley pole, fully twice as long as 
those on the top of the ordinary trolley cars, 
reached at an angle of forty-five degrees 
from the low-swung vehicle up to the over- 
stretching wire. This was swathed in 
patriotic bunting, and in its folds lurked 
globes of white and red and blue and green. 

The sparks that flew from. the contact of 


the trolley and the wire, and from the graynd 
wires and street car tracks as well, added. 


-Materially to the effect of this pioneer 
feature of the electrical display, but still 
more effective was that which followed in 
the wake of this fiery wagon... 


Bear Incandescent Standards. 

Two hundred employés of the West Chi- 
cago street railway company, walking in 
twos, eight feet apart, and the same dis- 
tance from the next two marching behind 
them, carried aloft 100° standurds, each 
standard having five incandescent globes of 
the highest candle: power, and all these 
lights being fed from a safely-coated circuit 
wire which stretched along the top of the 
standards. - 

The marching bearers of «illuminated 
standards stepped in perfect time and kept 
an admirable alignment: The entire com- 
pany covered the: full distance’ from one 
cross street to another along the line of 
march, and each of these blocks, where the 
lights were on, was magnificently illumi- 
nated. 

The moment the electric brigade made its 
appearance in Van Buren street a cheer 
went. up from all who'were within sight of 
it, dnd the cheers rolled on down the street 
in perfect pace with the advance of the di- 
vision. eee 

The whole display was managed by elec- 
trical experts in the trolley wagon, who had 
an apparatus for weakening or strengthen- 
ing the current, and. who, in this way, pro- 
dueed a pleasing variety in the effects. 

This display was even more. interesting 
after the trolley. had. been turned, north- 
ward in Clark street. To shift from the Van 
Buren to the Clark street wire necessitated 
a momentary eclipse of the illumination. 
When the connection was made on the 
Clark street wire again the clusters on all 
the standards burst forth in-brilliancy again. 
This gave the miniptlator'a new idea. 
Blaxing Lights Come and Go. 

Every. other thoment, therefore, as this 
division moved along Clark street, the trolley 
would be disconnceted for a second, and out 
would go the lights. Then the spring would 
be let go to throw the trolley against the 
wire again, and again the illumination would 
be complete. 

This alternation of effects was continued 
until the trolley wagon reached Washington 
street. A wave of applause followed in its 
wake continuously, and with each fresh re- 
appearance of the lights the applause would 
be accentuated. 

When the line of march left all the trolley 
wires behind there was an audible murmur 
of dissent, and all along the line could be 
heard the plaint: ‘*‘ What ashame that they 
didn’t go on trolley streets all the time,” or 
“Why don’t they have a storage battery?” 

During the rest of the line of march the 
men with the electric appliances were lighi- 
ed up with red fire, and the spectators had to 
imagine what those on the more favored 
streets had reveled in. 

It had been part of the plan of the electrical 
division to establish a connection with the 
wires of the Chicago Edison company in the 
Second Regiment Armory, and duplicate 
their display as .@ feature of the meeting 
there, but the croWd was too great for them 
to get inside the building. 

ALLERTON TO 
He and Ald. Madden Talk Straight-Ouat 
Republican Doctrine. 

S. W. Allerton and M. B. Madden addressed 
2.500 Irish-Americans of the Twenty-ninth 
and Thirtieth Wards last night in Boule- 
vard Hall, Fifty-fifth and Halsted streets. 

The people present were members of the 
Irish-American League, made up largely of 
ex-Democrats, organized by ex-Fire Marshal 
Murphy. : 

Ald.. Madden reviewed the ‘issues of the 
campaign in clear-cut language. He called 
upon the lIrish-Americans to support the 
Republican candidates and policy if they 
desired to do what was best for the country 
and for themselves. His speech was loudly 
applauded, ° 

Mr. Allerton spoke in part as follows: 

“It is a pleasure to me to be requested 
to address the citizens of the Thirtieth Ward, 
because I feel sure |am among my friends. 
No foreign citizens that land on our shores 
make better American citizens than the 
Irish race. They are a liberty-loving people 
and the.word democracy had great attrac- 
tion for them, yet I never could quite under- 
stand why they would vote for free trade. 
If they would look back on their fatherland, 
which at one time supported 7,000,000 of 
people, they would see that the English 
system of free trade broke its manufacturers 
and reduced the population from 7,000,000 
to 8,000,000, ; 

‘Bryan lays great stress on the claim 
that he is working for the struggling masses. 
Now, who are the struggling masses? There 
are 22,000,000 people who are working for 
wages or on a salary andson farms. They 
certainly must be the struggling masses 
which he claims torepresent. He makes the 
statement that free silver will make cheap 
dollars. As a rule, the rates for both pas- 
senger and freight service charged by the 
different railroads and street railway com- 
panies in this country are regulated by the 
law, which they could not advance. 
necéssarily would be obliged to pay their 
labor in the same depreciated money paid to 
them. They could not, therefore, increase 
wages, and the employé would be the suf- 
ferer. Could any one commit a greater po- 
litical crime than to depreciate the value of 
labor one-half? 

‘“‘ The demagogue is now in the land—Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan, who is trying to preju- 
dice the poor against the rich, advising the 
laboring men to wear the McKinley button 
on the outside and the Bryan button on the 
inside, advismg the independent laboring 
men to live a lie. : 

“ We elected.Gov. Altgeld in 1892; What 
did he do when he was elected Governor? 
He got the Legislature to appropriate $525,- 
000 to put machinery in the State's prison 
to increase the value of the convicts many 
times. What is he doing now? He is man- 
ufacturing furniture, he is manufacturing 
cigars in competition with the cigar man- 
ufacturer, he is making brooms in competi- 
tion with the blind, and other articles in 
competition with Jabor, with the capital of 
this great State back of him, with iabor at 
82 cents a day. Do you men who earn your 
bread by the sweat of your brow want to 
work in competition with the capital of, this 
great State and convict labor at 82 cents a 
day? This is what you want to take home 
with you and think over by yourselves,.”’

Wage Scale Since 1873. 


‘‘ Rut still more unfortunate is the Govern- 
or in asserting that wages have fallen with 
prices since 1873. Wages and prices, he ob- 
serves sagely, rise and fall together. 
were true, then every improvemeatt cheap- 
ening production and transportation must 
result in a fallof wages. But it isnot true! 

“The reverse is true. Lower prices of indus- 
trial products, as a rule, indicate more effi- 
cient machinery and more productive human 
labor, and more productive labor means 
higher wages, The Governor refers me to @ 
United Stateg Senate report on ‘ Prices and 
Wages’ publighed in 1893 as high authority, 
and from that he extracts figures intended to 
prove what he asserts— 
under the gold standard. It is true that after 
1873 wages appeared to drop. There were 
two reasons for this: First, the severe busi- 
ness crisis of 1873, lasting long in its effects; 
and, secondly, that from 1873 on we worked 
up from the basis of depreciated paper 
money to specie payments, the current dol- 
lar increasing in purchasing power at the 


same time. In this respect the fall of wages . 


was more apparent than real. But when we 
had reached specie payments, and were 
actually on the gold basis, wages rose, ex- 
cepting one year, steadily. When the Gov- 
ernor says that. towards I880 there was a 
slight rise in wages above the point they had 
recently fallen to, but ‘that they never 
reached the poirit they had occupied before, 
and that soon thereafter a decline set in 
which continued, he says what is not frue. 


Misleads on the Gold Question. 


“The Governor despairingly cries out! 
‘Can we reasonably hope for any prosperity 
in the future?. Talk about maintaining this 
gold standard and paying these vast sums 
in gold!. Why, there is not gold enough in 
the woild to pay a fractional part of the in- 
terest of our debt in gold.’ 

“Can there be @ more unblushing attempt 
to:deceive the people? According to silver 
authorities, thereis $4,000,000,000 gold money 
in the world.

But Inasmuch as the Goverpor says that 
$4,000,000,000 would not suffice to pay evena 
fraction of the gold interest we owe, it is ne 
more than fair to double that amount and 
say that it presupposes a gold indebtedness 
including all the indebtedness of the Unit 
States, of the several States, of the muni- 
cipalitjés, of the railroads, and of the in- 
dustrial porations of $160,000,000,000— 
more than $2,000 to every man, woman, and 
child in the United States. Does the Gov- 
ernor think the AmericAn people are Jdiots 
to be frightened by such bugaboos?”

Prosperity on a Geld Basis. 


The speaker referred to the prospbrity of 
other countries under the gold standard, 
and coming to this country said:

More than four-fifths of what 
Chicago is today has been built up under 
the gold- standard. The population of [Ili- 
nois has nearly doubled under the goid 
Standard. The United States

ard. The population ofthe United States 


has grown from 38,557,000 in 1870 to more 
than 70,000,000 under the goid standard.

1890, and by this time doubtless to more 
than $80,000,000,000 under the gold standard. 

Continujng, the speaker said, referring to 
Gov.

Mr. Sewall, the silver candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency, has long been demanding 
payment in gold in his shipping contracts. 
Senator Stewart, one of the most excited 


apostles of the silver gospel, when he lends 
out money on mortgage security has a gold 


clause for principal and interest put into the 
document. And even Gov. Altgeld himself, 


as President of a company owning a large 


office building in Chicago, insists upon gold 
payment in his rent contracts. 

“ All these gentlemen show, to the satis- 
faction of every intelligent mind, that they 
do not expect that the dollar upon the silver 
basis could be equal to the dollar in gold. 

“ But Gov. Altgeld gives other proof of his 
belief that the silver dollar, after free coin- 
age, will be depreciated money. He goes 
even so far as to argue that our dollar—as 


he calls it, the 200-cent dollar—should be

right to pay coin debts in silver at all times, 
but that it is in duty bound to pay them in 
silver whenever by so doing it can get rid of 
them at less expense: in other words, con- 
sidering our present dollar a 200-cent dollar 
he wants the government to consider it ifs 


duty, if the silver dollar depreciates to 50 
cents of our present dollar, to take advan- 


tage of. such depreciation to the end of pay- 
ing off its obligations at that rate. — 


Nation’s Honor at Stake. 


“Has Gov. Altgeld forgotten that the 
government is bound by its solemn declara- 
tion tn the law of 1890, and reiterated by law 
in 1898, that it is the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two metals 
at a parity with each other?

The redoubtable ex-Ald. Maurice O'Connor 
and Joseph O'Donnell, a lawyer, both 
claimed the honor of presiding over an Alt- 
geld meeting at Baer’s Hall, Chicago and 
Milwaukee avenues, last evening. O'Connor 
“ soaked *”’ O’ Donnell in the jaw and said he 
guessed that settled the question, but O’Don- 
nell had a whole lot of friends on hand, and 
they disputed the settlement. 

Capt. Larsen, Lieut. Palczynski, Sersgt. 
Cluett, and a dozen policemen were galled 
into the council. They advised the with- 
drawal! of both the ambitious leaders of the 
Seventeenth Ward Popocracy and the sub- 
stitution of Paul Dasso as Chairman. This 
was done, but both O'Connor and O Donnell 
maintained their places on the front of the 
stage. The discussion over the Chairman- 
ship lasted nearly an hour, and threatened 
to end in bloodshed. The presence of the po- 
lice alone prevented a riot. Things had 
quieted down when Gov. Altgeld arrived. 

O’ Connor and O' Donnell are political rivals. 
O'Donnell, who was at one time a represen- 
tative of the ward in the General Assembly, 
opposed O'Connor for reélection as Alder- 
man last spring. Frank Naas, President of 
the Seventeenth Ward Silver club, appoint- 
ed O'Connor Chairman of the meeting. 
O’Connor arrived late and found O' Donnell 
making a few introductory remarks and 
about to present the first speaker of the 
evening, William moward, Vice-President of 

the A. R. U. 


Creates an Uproar. 


O’Connor strode straight up to the plat- 
form, took off his overcoat, and as if ob- 
livious of the presence of O’Donnell, made 
his bow to the audience and began an op- 
position speech. 

Instantly there was an uproar and both 
speakers were drowned by cries of “ Take 
him out,” “Lock him up,” “Throw him 
out the window,” “ Heraus mit. ihm,” and 
similar expressions in several languages all 
directed at O’Connor. 

O’Connor said he was the only legitimate 
Chairman of the meeting and announced 
no ex-Representative could take precedence 
of an ex-Alderman. 

Then he tried to talk again and there was a 
rush toward the platform. O'Donnell sat 
down and waited for matters to adjust them- 
selves. Cat calls and hisses continued to 
greet the ear of O’Connor, and he got mad. 
-Hile grew red and then purple in the face. 
Seeing no other way out of the difficulty he 
turned to O'Donnell and demanded to know 
by what right he presumed to act as Chair- 
man, anyhow. O’Donnell made no reply, but 
his friends shouted at the ex-Alderman that 
he had been duly elected. 

‘* Well, he can take that for his pains, and 
next time he will know better than to run 
for Chairman before I arrive,’’ said O’Con- 
nor, as he landed a jaw-breaker on the left 
side of O’Donnell’s face and knocked him 
down. 

Pistols and Knives Drawn. 

Everybody in the hall jumped to his feet 
and those on the stage made haste to leave 
it to the beldgerent Chairman. In the rush 
several chairs were overturned and more 
than one person was trampled upon, but not 
seriously hurt. 

Policemen Emstad, Heiwig, and Daly, 
who were in charge, did all they could to 
quiet matters, but in vain, and Daly was 
sent after Capt. Larsen. The uproar con- 
tinued to increase and pistols and knives 
were drawn, but the police arrived before 
any damage was done. 

But this did not seitle the Chaiemanunio 
issue, Both O’Connor and O'Donnell con- 
tinued to act. When O’Connor would rise 
to intrbduce a speaker he would be yelled 
and hissed at, and the speaker got no recog- 
nition unfgil oO’ Donnell had also introduced 
rim. 

Howard, W. T. Dever, and E. T. Noonan, 
candidate for Congress, and several 
more passed through this experience, and 
matters were again getting badly tangled 
when Capt. Larsen said he would Nave the 
hall cleared if the disorder was not stopped. 
After some further discussion O’Connor and 
O'Donnell compromised by withdrawing in 
favor of Dasso. 

At one time there was a general rush 
toward the narrow exit, and if the police 
had not stopped the crowd there would un- 
doubtedly have been serious results. 

Gov. Altgeld arrived about 10:30 o'clock 
and made only a brief talk, as he had to 
leave to catch the §1:40 train for Spring- 


field. 


ALTGELD AT TWO OTHER MEETINGS. 


Speaks at Elmira Terner Hall and iza 
Tent at Western and Wabansia. 

Gov. Altgeld arrived in the city from 
Pecatonica at 7 last night, and early in 
the evening addressed Popocratic meetings 
at Elmira Turner Hall, No. 1229 Armitage 
avenue, and at the big tent at Western and 
Wabansia avenues. 

The tent meeting was attended by 6,000 
persons, packed so close together they could 
hardiy wink, while fully 3,000 went away 
unable to gain admittance. The only mu- 
sical attraction was a few silver notes from 
the Michigan Trio. The time,: while the 
audience was waiting for the Governor, was 
whiled away with speeches by Congressman 
Lafe Pence of Colorado and J. A. Adams 
of the National Silver Party committee. 

It was 9:30 o’clock when a great shout an- 
nounced that the main attraction of the 
evening had arrived, and it took the ener- 
getic assistance of three policemen to plow 
an avenue through the crowd and get the 
Governor to the platform. When at last 
he stood before the audience a storm of ap- 
plause broke out. 

The Governor, who looked much worn and 
exhausted, seemed rather annoyed than 
otherwise, and tried repeatedly to produce a 
calm, but without effect. When at last ex- 
haustion compelled the crowd to quiet down 
he spoke. 

He introduced his remarks with many 
compliments to workingmen, who, he said, 
were the only producers of wealth and 
civilization. He said troubles never came 
singly, and that the current campaign was 
concerned with several grievous public 
wrongs and abuses. The first of these was 
the arbitrary power exercised by President 
Cleveland in sending troops into Chicago at 
the time of the strike. It was just such 
power as was exercised by the Czar of Rus- 
sia, and was calculated to overthrow free 
institutions, 

He then passed to the subject of ‘‘ Govern- 
ment by Injunction,” and detailed the in- 
stances in which, as he said, the United 
States Judge has made injunctions supersede 
law and trial by jury. He closed with a dis- 
cussion of the silver question. 


CANNOT ESCAPE WATSON’S LETTER. 


Copies of the “ Scorcher” Are Ready 
to Serve on Butler. | 


Nashville,’ Tenn., Oct. 24.—Following the 
visit of Tom Watson to Nashville comes the 
story, widely circulated in this city, that 
his unpublished letter to Senator Butler, 
which has caused so much comment because 
of its purported undelivery, has been re- 
ceived and read by Butler’s secretary, but 
technically has never been “ received ” by 
Butler. Chairman Washburn, it is alleged, 
carried with him today a copy of the letter. 
Mr. Reed of Georgia also has, it is stated, 
a copy, and several prominent Populists in 
this city have read the letter. They say it 
may never be published, but if it is it will 
cause a sensation, for they term it a 
** scorcher.”

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.j— 
Gustav Pabst, the favorite son of Capt. 
Pabst, sMilwaukee’s brewery king, is now 
divorced from Margaret Mather. The de- 
cree of the court which separates this pair 
whose wedded life supplied staid Milwaukee 
society with a number of sefsations was 
entered in the Circuit Court last Wednesday 
noon, 

It was Gustav Pabst who sued for the di- 
vorce, and the decree was not only entered 
in secrecy, but there is not the vestige of & 
document on the court record or on file ih 
the clerk of the court's office to show that 
such an action was ever begun. Judge 
Johnson, who accommodated the parties 
with a private hearing, and Attorney Flan- 
ders, who represented Mr. Pabst, both ad- 
mit that the divorce was granted. Gen.

The grounds which Mr. Pabst alleged 
were that his actress wife treated -him 
cruelly. His attorney cited as an instance 
of the cruel manner in which Mrs. Pabst 
treated her husband the horsewhipping 
which she administered to him a year ago 
= which was so vehemently denied at the 

me. 

This horse-whipping episode ‘occurred at 
noon on Oct. 2, 1895. Mrs. Patst was riding 
wigh her husband at thetime. They hada 
dispute, when, snatching the whip from the 
socket, she commenced to ply it over his 
shoulders. He jumped from the buggy and 
ran away, but she quickly followed after 
and pursued him for several blocks, all the 
time laying the rawhide to him with all 
her might. He offered no resistance, but at 
last turned and took the whip away from her 
and broke it into. small pieces, which he 
threw away. This was the culmination of 
the romance of the once popular Juliet to the 
scion of the great brewer. 


MORE FIGHTING IN PINAR DEL RIO. 


Insurgents Under Maceo Attack Arte- 
misa and Are Repulsed After a 
Sharp Engagement. 


Havana, Oct. 24.—Details were received 
here today of the recent fighting in Pinar 


del Rio. 

At 10 o’clock ai night on, Thursday the in- 
surgent forces, under Antonio Muceo, at- 
tacked Artemisa, opening fire upon that 
place unexpec tedly with artillery. The gar- 
rison was taken oy surprise, but soon replied, 
and twenty shelis were fired into the insur- 
gent center, inflicting heavy losses. The 
Spanish commander ambushed a detachment 
of troops in a palm grove and instructed 
them to allow’the insurgents to a<ivance to 
close quarters before firing. Then the gov- 
ernment troops poured a terrible fire into 
the insurgent ranks, and when this was 
added to by the fire of a rapid firing gun 
the enemy hurriedly retreated. Many of 
the enemy’s shells failed to explode. and only 
five houses were destroyed. One soldier of 
the garrison was wounded. 

The Spaniards severely blame the insur- 
gents for “‘ savage conduct” in not notify- 
ing the authoriiies of Artemisa that the 
place was to be bombarded and so permit 
of the women and children being sent out 
of harm’s way. Five citizens were killed as 
a result of the insurgents’ bombardment, 
and ten men, ten women, and eight chil- 
dren, under 10 years of age, in addition to 
three infants, were wounded. 

Gen. Arolas, in an address to his troops, 
said: ‘‘ Soldiers and Sons: Honor of your 
country is above all in the world, even above 
your beloved fathers. The hour has arrived 
to defend the honor of the country, prevent- 
ing with our lives the enemy from passing 
the trocha. If you see your General re- 
treat before danger, shoot me. I, for my 
part, feel certain you will never retreat. 
Viva Espana.”

Rome, Oct. 24.—The civil marriage of the 
Crown Prince of Italy to Princess Helene 
of Montenegro took place this morning in 
the ball-room of the Quirinal, and the 
religious ceremony occurred later in the 
Church of Santa Maria Degli Angell. Both 
ceremonies were most brilliant, and the 
young couple were enthusiastically cheered 
by the crowds. 

In the ballroom of the Quirinal, the royal 
palace, was a large table at which were 
seated King Humbert and Queen Margaret 
and all the Montenegran Princes and Prin- 
cesses, Maria Pia, sister of the King and 
‘Dowager Queen of Portugal; the Duke of 
Oporto, brother of the King of Portugal; 
Prince Vietor Napoleon and Prince Kara- 
georgevics. Standing around the royal 
group were the knights of the Order of the 
Annunciation, the Cabinet Ministers, the 
court dignitaries, the Senators and Deputies, 
and the municipal and provinctal officers. 

The royal party afterwards proceeded in 
state carriages, drawn by six horses, to the 
Church of Santa Maria Degli Angeli. The 
route was lined with troops, was 
brilliantly decorated and thronged with en- 
thusiastically cheering people, the church 
bells pealing and cannon roaring out 
age from batteries in different parts of 
the city.

But just when he had the crowd 
with him he spoiled it all by virtually losing 
the team a teuvehdown. The manner in 
which he accomplished this feat was by 
fumbling the ball on Northwestern's ten- 
yard line after it had been worked to that 
point from the other end of the field. Again 
he fumbled on the kick-off at the beginning 
of the second half, permitting Northwestern 
to secure the ball on Chicago’s twenty-five- 
yard line, and soon after to score a touch- 
down: Had Chicago lost by a close score 
the defeat might justly have been attributed 
to Nichols. 

Play in the first half was nearly an even 
thing, and when it ended with the score 10 
to 6 in favor of Northwestern nearly all the 
Midway ‘*‘ rooters”’ were still confident of 
victory. While to the neutral observer it 
was plain that the visitors outclassed their 
opponents, “‘rooters’’. never are. impar- 
tial in their judgment, and the Chicago dele- 
gation proved no exception to the rule. .

Bets were exchanged freely early in the 
game, and the most remarkable fact about 
it was that Northwestern students took 
and asked for odds of 8to5. Later they were 
glad to get even money or give odds. 

With the beginning of the second half the 
game became one long, reverberating North- 
western yell, and through the streets for an 
hour after it was all over the same triumph- 
ant yell would break forth. 

Just as the time was beginning to be 
counted in seconds the other run of the day 
which will be remembered as belonging to 
the Northwestern-Chicago game was made. 
Brown, who had succeeded Sloan at full 
back, was the hero this time.. Chicago was 
on its twenty-yard line and hard pressed by 
the Northwestern eleven.; No gains could 
be made, the line holding firm as a rock, and 
@ punt was called for. Down the field went 
Brown, just in time to catch a punt from 


| Johnston in the center of the field. Quickly 


an impenetrable interference formed about 
him, and down the field for the entire dis- 
tance of fifty-five yards went the runner and 
placed the ball behind the goal posts for the 
eighth and last touchdown. 

At once the crowd rushed out onto the 
field, thinking time must be up, and anxious 
to see the man who had so distinguished 
himself, but they were hustled off to see 
the remaining seconds of play, but the spec- 
tators at once began to leave the field, mar- 
veling at the downfall of Chicago, which, in 
spite of the despairing cries of its support- 
ers to ‘‘ Hold ’em!’’ was unable to do any- 
thing with the Methodist team. 


‘Death to His Hopes. 


And after it Was all over, and the crowd 
had pushed its way out of the big gates, in 
the gathering gloom appeared the solitary 
and dejected figure of a man. He was clad 
in a short overcoat, buttoned up te h's chin, 
and wore a little cap pulled down over his 
eyes. The very solitude of the deserted field 
added to the general downcast air with which 
he slowly walked up and down the gridiron, 
and pausing at each mark of a struggle 
munched nervously at his fingernails.

HOW NORTHWESTERN WON GAME. 


Details of the Plays Used by the Oppeos- 
ing Elevens. ; 

Though Potter and Van Doozer deserve 
most of the honor for their team’s defeat of 
the Maroons, most of their gains would 
have been impossible but for the unutterable 
weakness of Chicago’s line. It has been 
known that the center was Chicago’s weak- 
est point ever since the season opened, but in 
all previous games it has held so well that 
the ’varsity rooters, as well as those of calm 
ju ent, began to think it would at least 
hold its own. But Chicago has faced no line 
this season as strong as Northwestern's, and 
has had no such brace of backs as Potter 
and Van Doozer hammering away at its 
line. 

The inability of Kennedy tp play rendered 
the line weaker even than usual, and no 
point was able to offer the necessary re- 
sistance to the terrific onslaughts of the 
Evanston backs. Potter and Van Doozer 
were sent by turn into the tackles and Sloan

Northwestern won the toss, and Capt.

Chicago the ball. Herschberger kicked off 
to Sloan at his twenty-yard line, and Lef- 
fingwell downed him after a gain of five 
yards. Then came Potter’s brilliant run 
of sixty yards, the first warning of what 
was to follow.: He got around Hamill’s end 
and dashed down the field, eluding all his 
pursuers, until Herschberger forced him out 
of bounds... .Then, with the oval on “hicago’s 
twenty-yard line, it was fumbled, and Clarke 
was there to fall on it after it had rolled ten 
yards nearer the goal line. 


Evanston Line Is Firm. 


But here the strength of Northwestern's 
line first evinced itself. The tackles and 
then the center were tried without a yard 
being gained and Herschberger was forced 
*o punt. This he did with a vengeance, 
sending the oval sailing through the air for 
forty yards. 

Potter and Van Doozer then began their 
little game of see-saw. First one and then 
the other would hitythe maroon line for a 
gain of five yards, and Sloan varied the 
monotony by bucking the center for slight 
gains. Not an end play was tried, but by 
purely bucking tactics the ball was landed 
on Chicago's fifteen-yard line. Here North- 
western fumbled, and a maroon playe.’. 
grabbed the ball. He wasn’t to be outdone 
by any Northwestern man, so he dropped 
the coveted pigskin like a hot cake and Pot- 
ter recovered it for Northwestern. With 
fifteen yards to gain, the hammering tactics 
were resumed. Potter went through for 
five yards and Van Doozer gained as much. 

In the next three downs it looked as if 
Northwestern would lose the ball, for Chi- 
cago’s line held well for the first time, and 
but two yards could be gained. Van Doozer 
wouldn’t be stopped, and the next minute he 
was over the line for tif first touchdown 
of the game. Seven minutes and fifty sec- 
onds of play. had elapsed when he yelled 
“down.” Seiberts failed to kick goal and 
the score was 4 to 0. 

Then came the Chicagos’ turn, and in less 
than fotr minutes they scored their first 
and only touchdown. They played viciously 
and with a snap which failed them in the 
closing minutes of the game. Herschberger 
kicked off to Potter at Northwestern’s twen- 
ty yard line. Potter brought the ball back 
five yards when Clarke was on him and 
dragged him to earth.

Nichols’ End Run. 


Nichols made a pretty end run for fifteen 
yards, and Herschberger circled the other 
end for seven, bringing the oval to the three- 
yard line. The next two plays were product- 
ive of two yards’ gain and then Gardner 
rammed his fair head into the center for the 
necessary one yard to gain. Herschberger 
kicked goal, bringing the score 6 to 4 for 
Chicago. : 

It was near the end of the half when fhe 
next touchdown was scored by Northwest- 
ern, after Chicago had lost a chance to 
score, and the hardest kind of work By the 
Evanston backs. Potter kicked off to Ham- 
ill, who brought the ball to Chicago’s thirty- 
yard line before Hunter downed him. Chi- 
cago was utterly unable to gain either 
through the line or by running the énds, and 
Herschberger was forced to punt again.

ATHLETICS IN BETTER CONDITION. 


Indianapolis Light Artillery Unable to 
Score Against Them.

Big Shortage of Seamen. 


“Sir Charles Dilke made an interesting 


speech on Thursday night in London respect- 
ing the steady diminution in the number of 
British seamen and the growing number of 
foreign seamen and officers on British ships 
and pointed out the dangers sure to rise 
therefrom in time of war. The matter is 
one directly affecting England’s navy, the 
manning of which is increasing in difficulty 
and the cause of constant anxiety to the 
government. 

The first-class cruiser Diadem, launched 
on the Clyde this week, has been completed

EXPLANATION OF THE BANK OF EN- 
GLAND’S HIGHER RATES. | 


Europe Pays for Imports Either with 
Gold or American Securities—Pros- 
pect of an Advance in the Latter— 


Attention—Ceontinued Excitement in 
the Grain Markets—Operators Have 
Large Profits.

London, Oct. 24.—The best explanation of 
the advance in the bank rate to 4 per cent, 
which was expected’ last week but has sur- 
prised the money market this week, is that 
it is due to the large increase in the purchas- 
ing power of American wheat. While the 
gold exports to America have been large this 
week they have not been large in proportién 
to the wheat and cotton crops already moved 
and paid for. 

The great rise in wheat has increased the 
purchasing power of the United States in the 
English money market to such an extent 
that large exports of gold are now expected 
in settlement of the remaining shipments. 
The 4 per cent rate is now avowedly a pre- 
cautionary measure to protect the Bank of 
England's gold reserve and prevent its fur- 
ther depletion. With the demand for Amer- 
ican wheat so great as it is now and with the 
prices Of breadstuffs advancing by leaps and 
bounds, it is not probable that even the high 
bank rate will bring gold shipments to an 
end. Europe must pay for its imports either 
in gold or in American bonds; and the latter

Experts differ as to the best means of 
remedying this state of things. Beresford 
believes the question is mainly one of money.

Earl of Lonsdale in Disfavor.

Electricity from Coal Ashes. 

About two years ago it was mentioned here 
that two young Scotchmen at Clydebank, 
near Glasgow, had invented a cheap, pow- 
erful primary which, if it fulfilled the expec- 
tations of its inventors, was bound to revolu- 
tionize electric traction. A small syndicate 
was formed, but it soon collapsed fn conse- 
quence of the opinion expressed by experts 
that it was impossible for the battery to do 
what was promised, because “ the Conditions 
are incompatible with known laws and prin- 
ciples.” 

The inventors have been experimenting 
ever since, and it is announced that another 
and a stronger syndicate has been formed in 
Glasgow to assist them in perfecting and 
making practical the application of the bat- 
tery, the chief ingredients of which, it la 
understood, are salt and water and coal 
ashes. The syndicate has purchased the 
steamer Medusa, and it is hoped to)send it 
early next year upon an experimental cruise

Another 
speculator, buying a cargo of California 
wheat late one afternoon at an exceptionally 
nigh rate, sold it the next morning at a profit 
of $5,000. Anything in the shape of wheat 
was snapped up as soon as offered without 
reference to its origin or quality. The rapid 
rise of wheat brought many weak specu- 
lators into the market when prices were at 
the top, and they hastily retreated when a 
slight reaction set in. 


Benefit to English Farmers. 

The advance in price is the greatest mercy 
which English farmers have enjoyed for 
many years. Most of their crops failed this 
season owing to a drought of long continu- 
ance, but their wheat was saved and is now 
bringing the best prices known since the 
Russian famine. The causes of the advance 
are recognized as a shortage in the American 
and Russian crops, a threatened famine in 
India, the partial failure of the Australian 
harvest, and the low stocks held by English 
and European millers. English millers have 
been buying just enough wheat from week 
to week to keep their mills going and they 
are now compelled to pay the highest prices 
for replenishing their stock. For this rea- 
son of a speedy rise in price of bread is not 
unlikely. The surplus of wheat which can 
be exported from Argentina is estimated by 
experts at 1,200,000 tons. 

The English theory that gold shipments 
will cease after McKinley’s election is based 
on the assumption that an immense amount 
of gold is now hoarded in America in view 
of a possible financial catastrophe in Novem- 
ber—namely: Bryan’s success—and that 
when this is released there will be a plethora 
of money in New York and no more gold will 
be required. This assumption takes note of 
the essential fact that the gold shipments 
have resulted from natural causes and the 
balance of trade is certain to be heavily 
against England and in favor of the United 
States, 

‘Sure of Bryan’s Defeat. 

Bryan's electionMs no longer regarded by 
well ‘nformed financiers as being within the 
range of probabilities, but it is feared that 
McKinley may win by majorities so indeci- 
sive as to prolong the period of uncertainty.

Paris 
is almost the only financial center where 
money can .be raised by a bankrupt govern- 
ment, and the Canovas ministry have been 
warned that if they want’ more money they 
must change their Cuban policy and substi- 
tute pacification for conquest.

$200,000,000, but it will not yield more than 
$150,000,000, owing to the heavy discount. 
The funded debts of Spain and Cuba exceed 
$1,800,000,000,and there is a floating debt of 
nearly $170,000,0U0.

One Supreme Fact. | 

Among these paradoxes and anomalies one 
supreme fact that overshadows the situation 
is the alliance of Russia and France. What- 
ever may be the precise terms of their com- 
pact they have neutralized the triple alli- 
ance, paralyzed the European concert, and 
acquired a dominating influence in the Eu- 
ropean question. England, after exciting the 
resentment of one by a theatrical diplomacy, 
and the anger of the other by the continued 
occupation of Egypt, now desires evidently to 
enter the alliance, or, at least, to come to 
a quiet understanding with the two allies, 
but what penalties will be enacted from it 
nobody seems to know. . 

There have been many speeches and let- 
ters by Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. Goschen, Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Rosebery, Mr. Asquith, 
and other public men, but England is wait- 
ing with one accord to hear what one silent 
man may have to say. This is Lord Salis- 
bury, who will break his silence at the Guild- 
hall banquet in a fortnight. 


Work Resumes. 

There are signs at Whitehall that the 
ministerial vacations have ended. Nearly 
every Minister has been’in town this week 
disposing of arrears of work and preparing 
reports for the November Cabinet councils. 
It is probable that the ministry, warned by 
the experience of the last session, will have 
their legislative measures well in hand be- 
fore Parliament reassembles. Few measures 
will be introduced, but those will be care- 
fully considered in advance and not revised, 
mutilated, and abandoned like the educa- 
tion bill. As current opinion is now setting 
strongly in favor of rate aid for voluntary 
schools, that measure, when brought in 
again, is likely to be greatly simplified; but 
so extensive are the proposals the govern- 
ment can hardly expect to carry any other 
large legislative scheme. 

Chinese Affront Redressed. 

The affront offered the British Government 
by the Chinese Embassy has been quickly 
The Chinese doctor who was 
either kidnaped or forcibly detained has 
been unconditionally released upon Lord Sal- 
isbury’s peremptory demand.

The Commercial Clerks’ Union, founded 
some fifteen years ago, now has a member- 
ship of 47,000. It has attained great success, 
and today is upheld, considered, and recog- 
nized as a power by the government in all 
state affairs. At the situation agency of 
the union some 17,000 positions have. been 
fified in “the last ten years, and in the last 
year places were found for 1,366 unem- 
ployed. In the legal branch thousands of 
questions touching the law were answered, 
and about 300 law suits successfully car- 

ried. Aid was granted in 614 cases, involving 
the expenditure of about $7,259 

The union also has an insurance fund 
against age and infirmity, with a capital of 
$107,100. It has attained success in demands 

for higher wages, shorter hours of labor, and 
betfer sanitary conditions and surroundings 
for clerks and the trading classes.

He was, in 
fact, in the court talking with the land- 
lord, who had taken him his hat and coat. 
Siepmann still maintained that he had in 
no way insulted the officer, but declared his 
readiness to apologize so as to save the 
landiord annoyance. 

As the latter was about to let Slepmann 
out through a private .door Bruezwitz 
rushed in, and, though told that Siepmann 
was ready to apologize, attacked him with 
his saber. Siepmamn fied to the end of the 
yard. Bruezwitz followed and in the corner 
ran Siepmann through the body. 


Officers Practically Licensed to Murder 

As Siepmann fell Bruezwitz exclaimed: 
‘IT have saved my honor.’’ Siepmann died 
an hour later. 
« The prevailing conception of an officer’s 
honor makes it incumbent upon him to kill 
any person by whom he considers himself 
insulted, if such person does not occupy a 
social rank sufficiently high to be challenged 
to a duel. In difficult questions a military 
court of honor decides whether the man is 
worthy of challenge or not, but, of course, 
there can be no question as to workmen. 

Little is known as to Emperor William’s 
personal attitude in regard to the matter. 
No Hohenzollern has ever fought a duel, but 
the young Kaiser is believed to favor a strict 
interpretation of military honor. 

The only official document on this point 
is an ordinance issued in May, 1872, by Will- 
iam 1., which enjoins moderation and polite 
conduct on the part of officers, but recog- 
nizes the necessity: of dueling in cases of 
gross insult. In certain cases, adds the or- 
dinance, “ officers will use their weapons.” 

Emperor William II. has never issued any 
proclamation on this point. He congratu- 
lated a sentinel once for shooting a drunken 
man in the street. Frederick William ITI. 
of Prussia, however, once issued a proclama- 
tion promising severe punishment to offi- 
cers and military men ‘‘ who do not know 
how to behave properly to civilians, who 
produce the bread the army eats.” 

The Socialist newspaper Vorwaerts says 
that revolver law, a l’Americain, is prefer- 
able to such officers’ law, since under the 
former both parties are armed. If things 
go on in this way, it adds, it will be neces- 
sary to introduce in Germany revolver law 
for safety’s sake. 

The sentence of Lieut. von Bruezgwitz to 
se-called confinement in a fortress is a 
mere farce, as such a prisoner has every 
privilege save actual liberty. A civilian 
who had committed such a causeless mur- 
der would have been inevitably sent to penal 
servitude for a long term, if not promptly 
put to death. 

The officer’s trial by a court-martial in- 
stead of by a civil tribunal is vigorously 
denounced in private conversations, while 
such newspapers as daré speak out at all, 
and they speak timorously, are saying that 
the common people are asking if they can 
much longer endure such tyranny. 

Peasant Persecuted to Insanity, 

Simultaneously comes a pathetic story of 
the suicide at Heilbroun of a soldier, one of 
four sons of a peasant named Bauer, who 
had been persecuted to insanity by a mali- 
cious superior officer. The latter, however, 
although the facts brought out all showed 
his causeless cruelty, was in no way pun- 
ished. Millions of fathers, mothers, and 
other relatives of the common soldier are, 
mry information says, secretly but angrily 
discussing this common danger to their boys 
held for compulsory military service. 


Civgcumstantial Evidence Insufficient. 

An extraordinary proof of the insufficiency 
of circumstantial evidence is just now agi- 
tating France. A woman named Druaux was 
convicted at Rouen nine years ago and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life for poisoning 
her husband and brother.. They were found 
dead under circumstances pointing seem- 
ingly inevitably to her as the only poisoner. 
But the wife of the next tenant in the same 
house was found dead under exactly the 
same circumstances, and a next tenant, hus- 
band and wife, barely saved their lives after 
a similar attack. Then an inquiry*was made 
and it was found that the fumes of a lime 
kiln next door had penetrated the fata] house 
and poisoned the inmates with their carbon 
monoxide. 

A daughter of Mme. Druaux, who had been 
sent to an ophan asylum when the mother 
was sent to prison eight years ago—buf par- 
doned after the above developments—re- 
fused to believe in her mother’s innocence, 
and hence the unhappy woman applied at 
Amieus for a new trial. The public prose- 
cutor moved for her acquittal and apologized 
for the Bouen jodge and jury, throwing the 
whole blame on the press. He said even the 
judge could hardly help being impressed by

“Egypt,” he continues, “ is the paramount 
question, as prolonged peace depends upon 
Anglo-Russian reconciliation, which is only 
possible through a _ prior Angio-French 
agreement regarding Egypt. English states- 
men are now a riddle, They appear to want 
to show disdain for the continental powers. 
The British Embassy at Paris has been va- 
cant for the last three months, which in it- 
self is a source of misunderstanding. No 
power wants to replace England in Egypt, 
but it is desired that England, instead of re- 
maining there against our will, should re- 
main with our consent. M. Hanotaux, the 
French Minister for Foreign Affairs, once 
said to me: ‘ But for the Egyptian question 
J] would undertake in five minutes to settle 
all the other Anglo-French questions,’ while 
Baron de Courcel, the French Minister at 
London, recently remarked: ‘I wish that 
Lord Salisbury would agree to converse on 
the subject, but as soon as I attempt it he 
changes the subject.’ This ts now the only 
real cause for disquiet in Europe.”’

If it is true 
there is a corner in wheat, and the corner 
has caused the rise in price, surely Charles 
Smith ought to see dealing in fictitious wheat 
is incapable of pulling down the price caused 
by cornering the real article. Is he unable 
to see it is impossible to corner that which 
does not exist, and that a corner can only 
apply to the detention of wheat that does 
really exist and would be on the market but 
for the corners?” : 

The article goes on to say that the mere 
fact that India has suddenly changed from 
an exporting to an importing country is 
enough to account for the whole rise in 
wheat and enough to prove the rise will be 
of a temporary character, such as will prob- 
ably disappear at the next harvest. Further 
along the article shows the present status 
improves the United States farmers’ position 
by $100,000,000, whereas the English farmer 
will benéfit £10.000,000, but purchases will 
cost the rest of England $40,000,000.

EX-CONGRESSMAN WILLITS IS DBAD. 


He Was Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture and Had Filled Other Posi- 
tions of Honor and Trauast. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Eéwin Willits, formerly Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture and President of the United 
States Government Board at the Colum- 
bian Exposition, died last night. 

Mr. Willits* was born April 24, 1830. He 
was raised on a farm in Michigan and his 
earlier years were devoted to the duties of a 
farmer's son in summer and attending dis- 
trict echool in winter. 

At the age of 20 he entered the University 
of Michigan, where he distinguished himself 
as @ diligent and thorough student.

The range in December wheat in Chicago 
last week was within ea fraction of 11 cents. 
On Monday the high point at 79% cents was 
touched, and yesterday the other extreme 
Was scored at 69 cents. One-half of the 
sharp advance made since Labor day, which 
attracted so much attention the world over, 
has been lost within a week. It has beena 
market characterized by sharp fluctuations. 
The greatest break for any one day was 
the five-cent decliné of Thursday, but four 
cents in a short Saturday session was a 
close second, besides being a surprise to the 
entire trade, 

The story of yesterday's market from a 
Chicago standpoint is brief, but decidedly 
to the point. It was all a matter of cables 
at the start, and the demoralization was ag- 
gravated by the selling on “ stop orders” 
and the shaking cut of the pyramiders and 
what have been termed “eleventh hour 
bulls.’”’ _ 

‘There was no argument over the cause 
for the break which cost’the price three 
cents on the first plunge. On the sharp 
recovery and bullish sentiment displayed 
here on Friday there was every reason in 
the world for expecting response yesterday 
morning in Liverpool. The opening Liver- 
pool cable instead of quoting this expected 
advance quoted a break of the equivalent 
of two and three-quarters cents on all fut- 
ures, Other foreign markets were rot in 
line with Liverpool, but this show of weak- 
ness did the business.

No one is making estimates of profits by 
the picturesque operators on the , and 
all old estimates will stand serious revision.

The breuk 
here was fully understood. It was the de- 
cline in Liverpool which puzzled the trade. 
A dozen different theories of varying de- 
grees of plausibility were advanced. 

Manipulation was a feature in most of 
these theories. One was that all the market 
advices from here on Friday night were 
strong, the ridiculous claims of Democratic 
leaders that the advance is due to political 
machinations having reached foreigners and 
caused uncertainty. Private cables stated 
that small holders were selling out, and this 
was taken as a basis for the supposition that 
the advance in the Bank of England rate 
had to do with the weakness. 


Explanation of the Fluctuation. 


The’ favorite explanation was that some 
coterie of people on this side had taken ad- 
vantage of their knowledge of the character 
of the Saturday British markets and caused 
the break. The Saturday market is a short 
session and usually narrow and easily in- 
fluenced. The claim was that selling orders 
there, particularly from this side, might have 
stampeded holders and caused just such 
quotations as were received. The range for 
December in Liverpool for the week was 
equivalent to 95% cents a bushel. 

Among holders of wheat on the curb dur- 
ing the afternoon there was something like 
a stampede to get away from the property. 
Some of the bulls made an effort early to 
counteract the weak tendencies of the mar- 
ket, and December worked up to 70 cents. 
Then talk of lower cables for Monday created 
a scare and many longs feared to go over 
Sunday with a load. December slumped to 
68%, cents, few being willing to buy. 

Late in the day 69 cents was bid freely 
after much wheat had been sold. 

There was a big trade in privileges. Puts 
on December started in at 67% cents and 
worked down to 65% cents, C. A. Why- 
land & Co. being the heaviest buyers. 
Calls sold from 73% cents to 72% cents, clos- 
ing at 72% centa. 


BULLS AND BEARS DIVIDE HONORS. 


Week Beats the Record for Violent 
Fluctuations and Sensations. 

New York, Oct. 24:—The wheat market 
énded the week as it began it, in a whirl of 
excitement. Last Monday the bulls pushed 
December up to 86 11-16 cents, and today the 
bears ground it down to 76% cents. The 
break of 3% to 4% cents today was based on 
an expected decline of 2% to 28d in the 
Liverpool cable. As the trade was prepared 
for an advance instead of a break, the news 
fell like a bombshell and quickly turned the 
market into pandemonium. The bulls were 
badly frightened. As prices fell they 
caught large stop loss orders, which 
further weighted the market. After 
a brief respite, the wholesale unload- 
ing was renewed again at. the close 
with redoubled vigor. . Prices slid Gown the 
scale 4@\% cent at a clip until the stroke of 
the gong cut short the descent. 

The surprising fall in Liverpool was the 
subject of much comment on ’change. Late 
private cables attribute it to heavy realizing 
by smnall holders. English houses here wer } 
well supplied with selling orders around the 
opening. Lots of small long accounts were 
begun yesterday on the idea that wheat had 
reached bottom, but they all came out today. 
Transactions for the morning were 205,000 
bushels. 

The week past has beaten the record for 
constant and violent fluctuations and daily 
sensations.

HAMMERING STOCKS ALL WEEK 
WITHOUT RESULTS. 


Railway Earnings Do Net Decrease 
Predicted and No Other Prophesied 
Distress Materialises—Rich Men Be- 
come Purchasers and Sustain the 
Market—J. Edward Simmons Re< 
Views the Business Situation in a 
Cheerful Strain—Money Returning. 

aemeneanenemeemns 
New York, Oct. 24—[{Special.}—The bear 
crowd has hammered all the week indus- 
triously, but their only accomplishment has 
been to get whipped. They have attacked 


practically every stock dealt in. Not one 
has gone down. Railway earnings do not 


{ decrease as they have predicted, and no other 


prophesied distress has materialized. Peo- 
ple who own stocks have declined to be 
Scared into selling out, while rich men not 
lately figuring im the security markets have 
come in openly as buyérs. It resulted in a 
sharp advance in every conspicuous quarter. 
Most stress was laid by bear campaigners 
upon the prospect of smashes from a tight 
money market. But money has shown no 
new tightness. 

Covering the situation, both as to the loan 
and stock market and as to general trade 
conditions, an authoritative statement was 
made today by J. Edward Simmons. Presi- 
dent of the New York Clearing-House. His 
words are inspiring. Hesays: 

“At this period of the year our money 
market ordinarily is easy. We are entitled 
usually at this time to an inflow of funds 
from the South and the West. Crops being 
harvested, moved, and paid for, the New 
York banks begin to get back in large vol- 
ame moneys advanced for the accommoda- 
tion of the farmers and their customers. 

Cautions Business People. 

“Such an inflow this year may be re- 
stricted a little because some prudent people 
living in the hotbed of free silverism are in- 
fluenced to some extent: by their environ- 
ments, and are on that account perhaps 
ultra conservative, and hesitate to release 
with their usual promptness the funds we 
have sent them. This is true equally in 
the West and in the South. Especially is it 
true where repudiation doctrines are ram- 
pant—where the mob element seems to pre- 
vail. Consequent upon this spasmodic con- 
dition—a condition which, thank heaven, is 
rare—the flow of currency is not this season 
quite normal. 

“ But the restricted inflow from the West 
and the South is offset, to our great encour- 
agement, by the tremendous tide of foreign 
gold rushing this way. The unprecedented 
export demand for American farm products, 
emphasized as it is by engagements of 
freight room far into next spring, warrants 
the belief that the gold we have so far-re- 
ceived is but preliminary to further and big- 
ger gold shipments to come. The conse- 
quence of this cannot be overstated. The 
United States has become the creditor of the 
whole world. 

“So far as I can see, so far as can be 
learned from any trustworthy source with 
which I can get connection, there is nowhere 
in the American business situation any sub- 
stantial reason for uneasiness. 

“The only pretense of Wall street agi- 
tators who hope to profit by distrust and 
disarranged conditions is that we may have 
in these last days of our national campaign 
such a sudden and sensational tightening in 
og market as will precipitate 


Business Is All Right. 


“These professional worriers can spare 
themselves all agitation on this point. With 
but half a dozen business days intervening 
before election we are going to have none 
of the entanglements they predict—none.of 
the ruin which they prophesy only because 
they hope for it. They worry about the 
banks. The banks are all -right. They 
worry about the government Treasury. The 
government Treasury is all right. They 
worry about businese-men and business en- 
teprises. The business world is all right. 
They worry for their own speculative gain. 
Their "facts are fables, 

“Underlying conditions are showing them- 

selves clearly. It isn’t difficult to figure out 
the encouraging tendency of the factors 
and the influences at work. All our mar- 
kets reflect the real status of affairs. Every- 
where there is strength and confidence. In 
many quarters there is buoyancy. Nowhere 
is there a'staple declining or a business in- 
terest suffering any new embarrassment. 
On all sides, instead of distrust we have hope- 
ful anticipation. Encouragement is in the 
air. 
“We only wait election day to’ make a 
new start in national prosperity. Old en- 
terprises are preparing to extend; new en- 
terprises prepared to begin. Every fact 
that comes to the surface is tonic. Every 
clear-sighted man has courage.” 

Assurances of this kind tell the tale of how 
the most powerful interest8 in Wall street 
feel and- are eituated. Rich men are buy- 
ing securites preliminary to an election 
boom: There is an abundance of proof of 
this. 

Chicago does not seem to be taking any 
particular interest im this fact at the mo- 
ment. Wheat’s ups an downs give an ample 
reason for this doubtless. The coming 
week promises profits to early purchasers.

The notice sent to the ice dealers reads as 


follows: 

“In order that ice dealers and others in- 
terested may be advised in due season of 
the purpose of this department to more per- 
fectly safeguard the public health against 
the future sale and use of impure ice, notice 
is hereby given that the permit prescribed 
in Sec. 6 of the ice ordinance of May 25, 1896, 
for the sale and delivery of such ice will be 
granted hereafter only under such condi- 
tions as give positive assurance that its sale 
and use will be restricted to the purpose set 
forth in the ordinance. 

‘“‘No permit will be granted for the sale 
and delivery of ice for any* purpose that is 
cut from water notoriously polluted with 
decomposing animal and vegetable matter, 
garbage, poisonous refuse, or sewage. Such 
ice has been sold and delivered during the 
past season ostensibly for packing and cool- 
ing purposes only, and probably only so 
used, but it. was befouled and polluted, and 
so much so as to taint and poison meats in 
the refrigerators and cooling rooms where 
it was stored. | 

‘It will be a useless expenditure of money 
to cut and store such ice the coming season, 
because its sale and delivery will be posi- 
tively prohibited In the interest of the pub- 
lic health.”

NEEDS MONEY TO CLEAN THE STREETS. 


Supt. Rhode Will Ask for 875,000 to 
Carry the Bureau Through the 
Next Two Months.

The Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning is 
short of funds. On Nov. 1 the bureau will 
have to its credit but $20,000 to carry on its 
work until the first of the year, when the 
Council will make the appropriation for next 
year. 

Supt. Rhode declares he needs $75,000 to 
carry the bureau through until Jan. 1. The 
Council will be asked to appropriate this 
amount at tomorrow night’s meeting. The 
amount asked for is needed for the following 
work: Cleaning improved streets and Alleys, 
$35,000; cleaning unimproved streets and al- 
leys, $5,000; removing snow from the streets, 
$35,000. The street cleaning account will 
have been overdrawn $12,603 by Nov. 1. 

Supt. Rhode said yesterday: 

“It is absolutely necessary that we be 
given this money, or else the work of the 
department cannot be properly done. This 
is an emergency and I hope the Council will 
render us the necessary financial assistance. 
All the streets should be cleaned once more 
before winter sets in, and we need $35,000 
to handle snow.”’ 

Mr. Rhode yesterday held a conference with 
Mayor Swift and Commissioner Downey and 
it was decided to ask the Council for more 
money. 


ARAGON RELEASED FROM THE ROCKS. 


Big Steel Steamer Is Towed to South 
Chicago Minus 500 Tons of Its 
Iron Ore Cargo. 


The steamer Aragon, which went on Hyde 
Park reef on Friday morning, was released 
and taken to South Chicago at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 

About 500 tons of the iron ore cargo of the 
Aragon had to be lightered before the vessel 
could be pulled off the rocks.

POLICE ARREST ANOTHER OF THE 


NORTH SHORE ROBBERS, 


Charles Brooker Is Discovered Hiding 
in His Wife’s House iz North Oenter 
Avcenue—Under Indictment for Com- 
plicity in. the Heldup Where 
Twenty-three People Were Re- 


liewed of Their Money and Valua- | 


bles—Mike Silk Still at Large. 


Charles Brooker, alias Griffin, alias Henry 
Brooks, wanted for complicity in the North 
Shore electric car robbery on the night of 
Oct. 7, 1895, was arrested yesterday by of- 
ficers of the Despleines Street Police Sta- 
tion. 

The police were informed that Brooker’s 
whereabouts ‘could be learned from his 
wife and mother-in-law, who live on the 
second floor at N6. 1 North Center avenue, 
and Detectives Wessler, Mills, Braxton, 
Whalen, Fitzgerald, and McGinn went to the 
house. A thorough search of the premises 
was made without finding him. 

Mrs. Brooker and her mother were ques- 
tioned regarding the whereabouts of Brook- 
er, but they refused to say anything about 
him, except they had not seen him for over 
a year. Whalen and McGinn made a sec- 
ond visit to the different rooms. In a closet 
off the kitchen, which was not searched the 
first time, the officers discovered Brooker 
hiding under a pile of clothes. He was taken 
to the Central Police Station and locked up. 

On the night of Oct. 7, 1805, four masked 
men boarded a fiorth-bound Evanston av- 
enue electric car, near Montrose boulevard, 
Two of the robbers entered the car at thie 
front end, while the other two guarded the 
outside. All were armed with revolvers, and 
threatened to shoot if any resistance ‘was 
offered by the paspengers. Twenty-three 
persons were in the car at the time, and 
all submitted to being relieved of their val- 
uables. The highwaymen carried away be- 
tween $200 and $300, besides several gold 
watches and chains. 


A reward of $2,500 was offered for the ar- |} 


rest and conviction of the highwaymen, 
Jack Carr and John Smith were arrested, as 
was also “ Sleepy ’’ Burke. The two former 
were convicted, Carr being sént to the re- 
form school while Smith was sentenced to 
an indefinite term in the penitentiary. 

The grand jury, after a thorough investi- 
gation of the case, returned a number -of 
indictments. Among them was one against 
Brooker. He left Chicago the day following 
the robbery, and nothing was heard of him 
by the police until on Friday night. 

The last man wanted by the police in con- 
nection with the cage is stillatliberty. This 
is Mike Silk, for whose arrest a reward was 
offered at the same time as that for the 
capture of Brooker and Burke.

‘DEVICE POR RAISING SWING BRIDGES. 


Wedge System, Invented by J. E. Roem-— 


held, to Be Used to Lift the Clark 
Street Structure. 


day and new casters will be inserted in place 
of the old ones, which have worn so much 
they are two inches too small, The work 
of a structure of this kind two or 
three inches has hitherto been one of great 
difficulty and has required many days’ work 
and the obstruction of traffic two or three 
days. With the use of a simple device of 


is expected the Clark street bridge will be 
raised within ten minutes’ time today, and 
the insertion of the new casters will not 
require more than an hour at the most after 
work is begun. No timber false work and 
no jackscrews are required, according to 
Mr. Roemheld’s plans. If they are carried 
out successfully it will be an vey et a feat 
that never has been attempted before. .- 

By the use of Mr. Roemheld’s device, for 
which he has applied for letters patent, 
all the preliminary work will be-rendered 
unnecessary and the bridge can be lifted to 
the required height of two or three inches 
within a few minutes. 

Mr. Roemheld’s: invention consists of a 
wedge made up of a series of interlocking 
parts. There are eighty casters in a bridge 
of the size of the Clark street structure, an. 
they are set so close together it is impossi- 
ble to insert a wedge of ordinary pattern 
which would not bé too steeply inclined to 
be of service. 

The manner of operation today will be to 
place the first joint of the new wedge at 
six different points gn the lower track. The 
bridge will then be slowly turned in the di- 
rection of the entering side of the wedge 
until six wheels are raised the thickness of 
the first sections. 

The remaining casters will be set free 
by this lifting of the bridge ‘and they will 
be taken out, the bolts that secure them be- 
ing unfastened. There will then be room 
for the insertion of the remaining sections 
of the wedges until the bridge is raised to the 
required height. Mr. Roemheld said yester- 
day there was no reason why the bridge 
could not be raised ten feet or twenty feét 
with scarcely more trouble than would at- 
tend raising it two or three inches. 

The wedges are made of caststeel. Those 
to be used today are in four parts. The de- 
vice has the approval of City Engineer L. 
B. Jackson, ex-City Engineers Artingstall 
and L. H. Clarke, and George Ferris of 
** Ferris Wheel ’’ fame. 

One advantage of the new method of rais- 
ing draw-bridges is that railroads can use 
it without the slightest interruntion of traf- 
fic, as trains can run over a bridge sustained 
.On casters resting on wedges without the 
least danger.

KEEP-A STRING ON THEIR BICYCLES. 


Manufacturers Have Stopped Giving 
Away Wheels for Advertising Pur- 
poses, but Loan Them. 


“It is a mistake to suppose that bicycle 
manufacturers give away wheels for adver-: 
tising purposes,” said a representative of 
one of the large tire factories. 

“Of course a wheel is sometimes given to 
an expert rider who has broken a record or 
performed some notable feat upon a certain 
make of machine, but as a rule wheels are 
nuw only loaned. The demand upon manu- 
facturers for free wheels is something enor- 
mous and it requires great diplomacy to 
avoid giving offense by refusal to men who 
have influence in the trade 

* Requests come from manufacturers of 
bicycle specialties, of selling agents, adver- 
tising managers, editors of bicycle periodi- 
cals, and in fact nearly every man who is in 
uny way, however remotely, connected with 
the trade. . , 

“A few years ago menufacturers gave 
away a great many wheels, but the demand 
became so large that i} was necessary to 
stop the practice if any wheels were left to 
be sold. 

“The manufacturers finally hit upon the 
plan of loaning wheels. Now when a re- 
quest comes for a whecl and there are good 
reasons why it should be granted the manu- 
facturer writes a diplomatic letter informing 
the applicant that it is against the rules of 
the association to make presents of wheels, 
but that he will be glad, as a mark of his 
epecial esteem, to give his correspondent 
the free use of one for the season. 

At the close of the season the manufactur- 
er sends out polite letters to his friends who 
have been riding wheels at his expense ask- 
ing that they be returned, either for repairs 
or to be exchanged for new wheels of the 
latest pattern. In this way the manufactur- 
er retains control of his machines and they 
are not sold by unscrupulous persons, which 
might be the case if machines were given 
outright.” 

It is estimated that fully 2,000 machines 
are ridden hy people i: ‘“-icago who have 
never paid a cent for tuem. This does not. 
include the machines that are ridden by peo- 
ple who have bought them on the install- 
ment plan cr long credit and forgot to pay 
for them. 

Wheel manufacturers have up to the last 
year made so much money that a great many 
abuses have crept into the business. But 
the hard times have caused manufacturers 
to be less extravagant in their expenditures, 
and it will be harder than ever next year to 
get a wheel for nothing.

SULT OF THE ELECTION.

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Structures Will Be Released if Mc- 
Kinley Wins, but Most of These En- 
terprises Will Be Abandoned if 
Bryan Is Victorious—Contracts Al- 
ready Made, but Contain This Spe- 
cific Condition—Views of Architects, 


Twelve million dollare for a thousand 
buildings in Chicago will be released by Mc- 
Kinley’s election. Thig vast sum repre- 
sents, in part, the interest of architects, steel 
workers, contractors, masons, and all classes 
of labor in. the success of the Republican 
party.. This is not an estimate of buildings 
which might be erected in the event of Mc- 
Kinley’s election, the approximate value, 
but structures for which plans have been 
completed and in instances contracts signed 
with the stipulation “in case sound money 
prevails.”’ 

This also represents.the sum artisans have 
loaned to the Bryan cause, which has forced 
the postponement of building work until 
after election. ' 

These bullidings range in size from sky- 
scrapers in the business district to small 
apartment houses in the suburbs, and in cost 
from $1,000,000 down to $10,000. The list in- 
cludes grain elevators, warehouses, whole- 
sale buildings,’ mills, factories, amusement 
halls, hotels, and residences. Not only does 
all this mean’ work’*for thousands in the 
construction, "but permanent employment 
for hundreds.in their care and conduct. 

The plams-for these buildings are in the 
architects’ offices ready for the announce- 
ment ‘of McKinle#’s election_to begin opera- 
tions. In the eveht of Bryan’s success most 
if not all of them will be indefinitely post- 
poned, and a majority will never get beyond 
the plans. 


Buildings Held.in Check. 

Among the ‘enterprises thus awaiting the 
will of the rear are’ the Temple of Music, 
planned for Michigan avenue, to cost $1,000,- 
000; the Hannah & Hogg.apartment house 
on the North Side, to cost, $400,000; a similar 
building on the South Side, to cost $450,000; 
the Koster & Bial Theater on the old Armory 
site, and hundreds of others, involving the 
expenditure of large sums: < .. 

Chicago is now $8,000,000 behind its build- 
ing operations as compared with last year. 
Since January the decrease in the value of 
the permits issued each month by the Build- 
ing Department as compared with the cor- 
responding months of 1895 has gradually 
grown larger. There is no reason for this 
aside from the free silver agitation. Buiid- 
ings can be erected now 25 per cent cheaper 
than last year, rents have been well main- 
tained, and, except for the campaign, archi- 
tects, real estate men, and contractors unite 
in believing the number and value of build- 
ings this. year would far exceed that of 
1895. Building loans have been hard to 
make during the last six months, even on 
the most gilt-edged securities, in view of the 
financial uncertainties. ns 

The conservative estimate of $12,000,000 
for new buildings pending the result of the 
election does not represent the value of the 
structures planned by Chicago architects 
and to be erected by Chicago contractors. 


‘Scores’ of buildings in the Eust, and in fact 


all parts of the country, have been designed 
here, and the investors have concluded to 
wait until after Nov. 3. 

What Architects Say. 

Henry Ives Cobb €@stimates the value of 
the buildings designed in his office to be 
erected in Chicago after McKinley’s election 
at $2,000,000. In addition to this amount 
an eighteen-story skyscraper.for New York 
City, to cost $1,000,000, and two buildings 
in Washington, one to cost $2,000,000 and the 


other $1,500,000, have been planned’and will 


be erected in the event of McKinley’s elec- 
tion. 

D. H. Burnham & Co.’s office reports plans 
in hand and awaiting the result of the elec- 
tion for buildings aggregating $6,620,000. 
One job represents .-work for “four 
hundred «men for eight “months.” The 
firm has several contracts for buildings 
ranging in value from ,000 to $800,000 
signed and acknowledged, but in each case 
there is an election cancellation clause. 

‘We have several large contracts for 
buildings in which the owner and contract- 
or mutually agree the work will be com- 
menced only in the event of McKinley's 
election,’’ said Mr. Jenney of the firm of Jen- 
nev & Mundie. 

These, architects have the plans for the 
large addition to the Fair Building, to cost 
$1,000,000, on which work will begin in Jan- 
vary, and which Mr. Otto Youfhg of the 
Fair company says represents his confidence 
in McKinley’s election. 

Dankmar Adler has buildings representing 
an expendituré of $500,000 awaiting the 
sound money victory. In addition:to this 
he has made plans for an enterprise in a 
heighboring State which will involve an éut- 
lay of from $2,000,000 to $2,500.000. 

“The improvement in building operations 
is sure to come with McKinley’s election,” 
said Mr. Adler. “I look for an immed@iate 
improvement in our business with the res- 
toration of confidence. Should free silver 
win, and I do not suspect it will, several of 
the buildings we have planned will be aban- 
doned. On the result ofthe election de- 
pends the erection of hundreds of. build- 
ines. Of course the increase in the volume 
of these enterprises must be gradual, but it 
will be none the less decided.”

Surrender of Their Permit for Oct. 31 


by the Republican Workingmen’s 
Club Makes No Difference to the 
Would-Be Enjoiners of Chief Bad- 
enoch—Proeclamation Deals with 
Judge Tuley’s Finding and Says Po- 
lice Are Under Political Control.

It will be recalled that after a decision of 
the dispute between the Popocrats and the 
Chief of Police the former were given a 
permit to parade on the West Side on the 
night of Oct. 31. This fact is not dealt with 


in the manifesto. 
Allusion is also omitted to the announce- 


ment that the Republican club had aban- 
doned its projected parade on fhe date 
named and had thus removed any obstacle 
to the Popocrats parading according to 
original plans. When informed of this lat- 
ter feature Popocratic Committeemen said 
it made no difference, their parade was off 


for 
Manifesto of the Popocrats. 


The Popocratic manifesto addressed to 
“The People of Illinois”’ and signed by the 
County Executive committee says: 

‘The Democratic party, through its execu- 
tive committee, Gesires to call the attention 
of the people of Chicago and Illinois to the 
difficulties which have beset it in this cam- 
paign and asks that the American lovers of 
(air play pass their deliberate judgment upon 
the official discrimination which calls for 
this proclamation. 

“In a decision rendered on yesterday, Oct. 
23, by Judge Tuley of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, it was declared that the au- 
thority over political demonstrations and the 
regulation of political parades rested ex- 
clusively with the Police Department of the 
City of Chicago; that autocratic assumption 
of power or discrimination by the Superin- 
tendent of Police, however unjust and 
flagrant, was not the subject of a prohibitory 
injunction by the courts, but must be left 
to future remedy at law, after the overt acts 
of injustice had been committed. 

‘This action leaves the Democratic party 
at the mercy of the Republican Police De- 
partment of the City of Chicago in all mat- 
ters pertaining to its demonstrations and 
parades. , 

“On Oct. 14 a letter was addressed to the 
Superintendent of Police by the Vemocratic 
party of Cook County, stating that a parade 
under the auspices of that party would be 
held in the stréets of Chicago on the night 
of Oct. 31. This letter assumed that the 
precedents of the Superintendents of Police 
of Democratic and Republican administra- 
tions for forty years past would be followed 
out and that equal rights and privileges 
would be accorded to all political parties. 


Badenoch’s Denial Recited. 


“To their surprise they werenotified on the 
following day by the Superintendent of Po- 
lice that e@ letter of application from a so 
called workingmen’s McKinley club, dated 
Oct. 15, the day after the date of our appli- 
cation, had been acted upon and a permit 
granted, which weuld give precedence to 
the Republican organization and that in the 
exercise of his police authority he would 
Ceny this party the rizht to parade in the 
down-town streets of Chicago upon the 
Same evening. 

“*TheSupreme Court of the State of Illinois, 
in the famous Trotter decision, has ex- 
plicity held upon the subject of parades 
that any: ordinance which ‘ leaves it to the 
discretion or caprice of the Superintendent 
of Police to imperatively prescribe who 
Shall be permitted to gather together in 
such processions and who shall not; to dic-

| NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GEORGE L. CARMAN IS AFTER SHIP- 
PERS OF DRESSED POULTRY. 


Roads, It Is Said, Have Been Defraud- 
ed Through Allowances Claimed for 
Iee Used in Packing—Indictments 
Expected to Follow Those Already 
Found—Labor Rates Are Causing 
Trouble Among Chicago-St. Paul 
Lines—Other Business Affected. 


Though Supt. George L. Carman of the 
Western Railway Weighing Association and 
Inspection Bureau has lately succeeded in 
securing the indictments of several promi- 
nent packers and others at Kansas City and 
other Western points for underbilling 
freight, yet he is not relaxing bis efforts to 
bring other violators of the law to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that the way of the trans- 
gressor is hard. 

Additional complaints have just been filed 
by Xr. Carman with the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission against a number of 
dressed poultry shippers at several points 
in ‘Missouri and Kansas. These shippers, It 
is claimed, have been defrauding the rail- 
roads out of large sums of money by giving 
false weights in their bills of lading. This 
fraud can be more easily perpetrated on 
dressed poultry than almost any other kind 
of freight, because a certain allowance is 
made by the railroads for ice. If in place of 
a certain amount of ice supposed to have 
been placed in the car with the poultry the 
latter article is substituted, the railroads 
are defrauded out of the charges for that 
amount of freight. 

This is the offense which Mr. Carman says 
these Western poultry shippers have been 
guilty of, Sufficient proof is said to be on 
hand to secure the indictment of these par- 
ties when their cases ane placed before the 
Federal grand jury. / 

The parties in Wisconsin who were indict- 
ed several months ago for underbilling and 
reporting false weights will probably be 
tried in Milwaukee the latter part of No- 
vember or early in December, and their ton- 
viction is anticipated. 


LABOR RATES CAUSE MUCH TROUBLE. 


Chicago-St. Paul Reads Outde Each 
Other in Rate Cutting. 

Chicago-St. Paul roads are sgill quarrel- 
ing about labor rates from points in the 
Northwest to the South. Several confer- 
ences have been held during the last few 
days with a view of settling the trouble 
and preventing further cutting of the rates. 

Another meeting is to be held in Minne- 
apolis tomorrow. If an agreement is not 
reached regular party rates will probably 
become involved. The strong lines, which, 
it is claimed, have been carrying more 
than their share of the business, have thus 
far refused to listen to the appeals of the 
Chairman that they should allow the so- 
called weak lines to take all this class of 
business until.they have succéeded in even- 
ing up their percentages, ° 

Unless the trouble is amicably adjusted 
the weak lines may later on take revenge

This territory*was excluded from the gen- 
eral agreement concernng homeseekers’ ex- 
cursions and the Chairman refused to grant 
the Chicago Great Western relief, making 
it necessary for that road to take independ- 
ent action to protect its interests.

Figuring on the Legislature. . 


Every Illinoisan who is at all interested in.

Sional list. In fact it is from tabulating 
these lists that one arrives at the political 
complexion of the new General Assembly. 

If a proposed amendment to the Iinols 
Constitution is pending, as is the case this 
year, every Chicago paper will include that 
in one of the many things to be looked-after, 
and endeavor to-inform its readers at the 
earliest possible moment whether it has car- 
ried or failed.

How the News Is Obtained. 
Telegraphic returns and general election 


“news are furnished by the special corre- 


spondent and the Associated Press. These 
two valuable agencies, ¢ach supplementing 
the other, enable a great newspaper to cover 
the entire Union. A week-or so before elec- 
tion the paper issues printed instructions to 
its correspondents, especially to those in the 
close States or close Congressional Vistricts, 
telling them how much to send election night 
and the time to file their dispatches. A few 
days before election the Associated Press 
advises the newspapers. of its plan ior gath- 
ering and forwarding returns. With both 
services at the paper's command nothing of 
value gets away. 
Céllecting the Leecal Returns. 


What the Associated Press is to the tele- 
graphic end ef the newspaper the City Press 
Association is to the local end. With its 
far-reaching hand it gathers the returns 
from the remotest precinct of the remotest 
ward and country town as soon as they are 
tabulated. by the judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, and through the medium of the police 
or specially detailed messengers on trains, 
street cars, horses, or bicycles rushes them 
to its offices in the City Hall. There they are 
arranged in ward, precinct, and country 
town tables and “ fillmsy " copies of the ta- 
bles sent through the pneumatic tubes to 
the various papers in the association. A 
reform to be instituted in this year's blanks 
promises much as a time-saver. Instead 


TO PLAY BALL INDOURS. 


INTEREST IN. THE SPORT WILL 
GREATLY BOOM THIS WINTER. 


Increased Attention to the Outdoor 
Game Has Led to Active Prepara- 
tions for the Other—Chicago will 
Have Half a Dozen Leagues This 
Winter—Origin of the Game—Rules 
Which Govern It—Some Changes 
Are Likely. 


IGNS multiply of a revival of indoor 
baseball this winter to an extent lit- 
tle short of epidemic. There was a 
renewed interest in the outdoor na- 
tional game during the last league season, 
and, in fact, baseball, which waned in pop- 
ularity during the Brotherhood wrangle 
and the era of local horse racing, has taken 


a fresh hold upon the lovers of sports and: 


apparently has entered upon a period ef 
unprecedented prosperity. 

Viewed from a .popular standpoint base- 
ball is entitled to the rank to which it as- 


| 


as they remembered as “fans” at league 
games. It was great fun, however, and after 
it was all over Mr. Hancock-called his fellow’ 
members around him and said: 

“I believe this affair can be worked into 
@ regular game of baseball which can be 
Played indoors, and if you all come down 
Saturday night I'll make up some rules and 

have a ball and bat which will suit .the 
purpose of the sport and do no damage to 
the surroundings.” hw 

Then he went home, hauled out a.copy of 
the league rules, and went to work to equa- 
lize the points of the game as affected by 
the change in surroundings. Next day he 
gave instructions to Augustus J. White how 
to make a ball that could be seen at night 
and fit the requirements. : 

A big, soft ball and a sma]l bat—that was 
the central idea evolved from the boxing- 
.glove and the broomstick, and the material 
distinction between the new game and its 


prototype. From this the rest of the scheme, 


was elaborated smoothly enough. 

The first regular contest of indoor base- 
ball ever played was between two nines 
chosen from among the members of the 
Farragut club and is described as having 
been pecullarly Indicrous. The audience 
went into raptures over the performance 
and the new sport was christened. The 
score was 41 to 40. The inexperience of the 
mémbers of the two teams and the newness 
of the game were responsible for the large- 
ness of' the score. It was not long before 
the players became more skillful and the 
scores were r ced shortly fo a more pro- 
fessional basis, and now ‘with many clubs 
and numerous leagues all over the tnited 
States playing the game, it has reached a 


Mr. 'Iancock is of the opinion that the 
t'me has come to make a few alterations. 
There has been considerable trouble in ob- 
taining good umpires. Many professionals 


like Jimmy Ryan and Pfeffer have officiat- 


ed for the Chicago: indoor leagues, but the 
wrangling that has resulted from the lack 
of stringent regulations and the. natural 
freedom incidental to the game as now 
played has broken the hearts of the um- 
pires, and it is difficult to get a good man 
to undertake the job.’ 

“We must get the ntatives of the 
various Chicago clubs together and 
the rules,”’ says Mr. Hancock. “ Although I 
am the, author of the rules as théy now 
stand, I certainly do not feel like takin 
upon myself the sole’ responsibility o 
changing them. That must be done by.a 
conference. ; 

‘*T propose that it be set down in the rules 
that no player or Captain shall. address 
the umpire to dispute his decision under 
penalty of the expulsion of the player so 
offending from the game. If anyone is-so 
ejected from the game it shall be permissi- 
ble to play the game out with eight or even 
seven men. If more than two so offend the 
game shall be forfeited. 

“I think we will have a meeting about 
Nov. 1 and organize a league of old-timers, 
and perhaps give the youngsters a whirl or 
two. There are the Chicago Athletics, who 
now have a team one year old, the Harvards 
of Englewood, one of the original Midwinter 
League; the Idlewilds of Englewood, an- 
other of the originals; the Board of Trade, 
pene some of the bank clubs, who 
w oin.”’

ets, at least among certain classes of poli- 
ticians. The task of “‘ covering ’’ the ele=- 
tion -in Cook County naturally falls upon the 
local department of the paper and includes 
the vote in Cook County for President, 
State officers, local Congressmen, members 
of both Houses of-the Legislature, and the 
local officials. Formerly two or three weeks 
before election’ a reporter was detailed to 
prepare a series of elaborate ward, precinct, 
and country town - tables. These -- were 
drawn off on sheets of white, or, preferably, 
green cardboard, with headings for the 
various offices to be filled and candidates io 
be voted for, and columns.in which the votes 
were put. The task required no little care 
and was generally finished a few days be- 
fore election. The list of wards, precincts, 
and towns was obtained from the office of 
the Election Commissioners. It was all 
plain sailing with the Presidential, State, 
and county tickets, but the reporter had io 
keep both eyes wide open when déaling 
with the Congressional and Legislative dis- 
tricts, where ward lines do not cut the 
slightest figure, or he might put John 
Smith’s constituents in the wrong place and 
have them voting for Tom Brown, who re- 
sided in another district. It was the unani- 
mous verdict of all reporters who had ever 
prepared these tables that an aftermath 
of vacation should go with the job. 3 

The same thing will be done this election, 
except that the City Press Assoctation and 
not the reporters will do it, and the net re- 
sults will be turned over to the newspapers 
in the shape Of ward and precinct tables on 
*“ flimsy.”’ 

In addition to the usual staff of reporters 
it was found necessary formerly to employ 
a small army of expert accountants to 
“help out” on election night by keeping 
tally of the votes and computing totals. 
These were engaged in advance and their 
services were in demand not only on eleéc- 
tion night, but often for several! niehts after- 
wards in tabulating the revised figures. 
Under this year’s system the necessity for 
extra help, so far as the newspapers directly 
are concerned, will be largely reduced. The 
small army of accountants will be employed 
by and work for the City Press A ssociation. 
thereby simplifying the task of the news- 
ep no big Chicago paper will! go to 
press the morning after an election without 
a telling cartoon on its first pace, pictures 
and sketches of the new President and Vice- 
President and other prominent winners, 
and interviews with and gossip concerning 
the successful and losing candidates, their 
bearing under victory or defeat, and their 
future plans. All these things must be ar- 
ranged for in advance, everm if it be neces- 
sary to have two cartoons ready, each tell- 
ing a pvgery: story, but one of them “ war-

other important adjunct of the work 
on aleation night is the reception and dis- 
play of bulletins to the thousands that 
crowd about the newspaper offices. No one 
who has ever witnessed the brilliant illu- 
mination about THe TrRiIsune Building at 
such times, Madison street spanned by its 
electric sign and the latest returns flashed 
by a stereopticon on an immense screen 
across the way, will forget the scene or the 
enthusiasm of such portions of the crowd as 
were pleased with the results at the ballot- 
box. The bulletin service must be engaged 
in advance and all the accessories provided, . 
and the paper that fails to meet these expec- 
tations is forthwith voted a back number. 

The immense amount of pode aga. pe 
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of waiting, as formerly, for'the entire blank 
to be filled’: when the long Ticket shall have 
been finally counted the blank will be made 
up in sections separated by a perforated line. 
As soon as the Presidential vote of a pre- 
cinct is ascertained that portion of the blank 
devoted to the returns for President will be 
detached and transmitted to the City Hall.

Beginning the Night’s Work. 


It is 5 o'clock election afternoon, and as 
the polls close at 4 in Chicago the night 
and telegraph editors, the political editor, 
the city editor and his assistants, and the 
expert accountants and department men 
who aid both the telegraph and local forces 
election night are already at ‘their desks 
getting everything into shape for a long 
siege. Owing to the difference in time, re- 
turns from the East will come in earlier 
than those from the West. Significant 
“‘straws"’ may have been received from 
New England, New York, and other States 
along the Atlantic in the form of early 
bulletins, which are hurried to the stereop- 
ticon room and thrown on the screen across 
the street» The first installment’ of the 
crowd about the building has gathered, and 
while it is not as noisy as it will be later 
on itis sufficiently enthusiastic for a starter. 
City preeinct bulletins are coming in now 
and being displayed on the screen anda the 
crowd is Warming up. Then comes another 
batch from the Hast, or from Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, and points in Illinois, ana though 
it is still early’ the tin horn is in evidence 
and the grip car man has to feel his way 
through the crowd. By and by the returns 
take on a more definite character and the 
statisticlans in the telegraph and local 
rooms buckle down to real work. The re- 
ceiver at the pneumatic tubes is doing busi- 
ness now, every moment or two bringing a 
small, cylinder-shaped, leather-covered box 
within which are returns from one to a 
dozen different points—local or outside. In 
the telegraph operators’ room quick fingers 
are transcribing on typewriters what a 
dozen special correspondents here and there, 
hundreds or thousands of miles away, are 
sending over the: wires. The blanks in the 
hands of the political edftor and his assist- 
ants are slowly filling up, the telegraph 
editors aré sending to the composing room 
miscelldneous copy and election dispatches 
other than returns, and the typesetting 
machines transform it into glittering lines 
of type. Later these metal lines will help 
to fill the columns and pages of the great 
day-after-election paper. 


In the Local Rooms. 


Down-stairs in the local room they have 
already received a number of complete 
ward, precinct, and country town tables. 
The totals.are taken off for the Presidential, 
Gubernatorial, and other tables, and the 
“ fllmsy “ copy rushed up-stairs to be put in 
type. Thus the work proceeds from hqur to 
hour, until finally the vote of Chicago, that

How the Game Began. 

Indoor baseball was born in 1887 in the 
Farragut club, formerly the greatest aquat- 
ic tlub in the country, but now, unfortu- 
nately for the good of honest amateur sports, 
a thing of history. The idea was suggested 
during a frolic of the members of the club 
on Thanksgiving day of that year. They 
were throwing an .ordinary. boxing-glove 
about the room, while one of the boys was 
striking at it with a broom. Hancock sud-

** Boys, let’s play baseball.”’ 

The boys divided into two teams and took 
their positions. The boxing-glove was used 
for a ball and the broometick for a bat. 
There were no rules further than the kind 
small boys’ follow on the prairie, and such

Many Leagues This Winter. 

This season there probably will be at least 
four local leagues, if not several more. 
There will be a cycling league beyond doubt. 
The Amateur Indoor Baseball League cer- 
tainly will be on deck stronger than ever, the 
old Midwinter League promises to take on 
a new lease of life, and a suburDan league is 
beimng talked up in Austin, La Grange, Hin3- 
dale, Oak Park, and Maywood, The strong 
Commercial League, which recently closed 
an outdoors championship season, will try 
the indcor variation this winter.

laid for meetings to arrange schedules with- 
ina weekortwo. The first of December will 
see the indcor baseball season in full blast 
and it is thought for a season of unex- 
ampled prosperity. Good cutside teams like 
those at Rockford and Ottawa already are 
seeking to arrange games with Chicago 
clubs. The indoor games in these outside 
towns Graw large crowds and the teams are 
as tucd as any in the country. 

R. L. Welch, Chairman of the Athletic 
committee of the Englewood Wheelmen and 
the club’s delegate to the Association of 
Cyclirg Clubs, is engaged now in the active 
work of forming the new Cycling League. 
He says: 

Cycling Clubs to Participate. 


* All the cycling clubs are taking a great 
interest in indoor baseball this winter. Many 
of them have kept good outdoor teams to- 
gether this year, and not a few of them are 
playing football now. After Thanksgiving 
day they are going in for indoor baseball. 
We will have a league this winter the best 
in town. It will be composed, I believe, of 
the Englewood Wheelmen, the Illinois Cy- 
cling club, the Thistles, the Columbia 
Wheelmen, First Regiment Cycling club, 
Lake Views, Woodlawns, and Bankers’ 
Cycling club. I expect to get the boys to- 
gether to arrange things inside of ten days.” 

Last year there were only three active in- 
door leagues, the Chicago Amateur Base- 
ball Association, the strongest of the lot, 
the Midwinter League, and the Cook County 
High School League. The tatter doubtless 
will add its name to the half dozen or more 
that will be on deck this December. 

The Midwinter League last year was com- 

osed of the Englewood Wheelmen, the First 
ectment, Oakwoods, Brookdales, Art In- 
stitute, and Armours. 

The Amateur League was made up of the 
champion Marqypettes, the St. Patricks (next 
to the Marquettes the crack-a-jacks of the 
season), the East Ends, North Ends, Fort 
Dearborns, Irvings, Westerns, Ashlands, 
Hegaards, and Siegel & Coopers. 

Playing with the Marquettes were a num- 
ber of stars like Stein, the Brooklyn league 
pitcher, once a Colt; Gallagher, catcher (not 
Pete); Charley Todd, the best shortstop in 
town: his brother, “ Mel’; and John Hen- 
dricks of the Illinois Cycling club, one of the 
best amateur fielders Chicago has. ever pro- 
duced. Among other professionals whe 
played last winter with Chicago indoor 
teams is Herman Long, the famous Boston 
shortstop. Fred Pfeffer and several others 
of the Chicago league team are expected te 
be seen indoors this winter.

ity om the early history of the game, and 
some of his recollections of ita ploneer days 
will be read with interest. 

“The Farraguts and La Salles have held 
the record for the longest contest,”’ he said. 
“This game was played in 1891. It lasted 
fifteen innings, and the Farraguts won by 
a score of 13 to 1l. The closest score I re- 
member was between the Chicago Gyclings 
and the Carltons. The cyclings won, 1 to 
0, in the ninth inning, the winning run com- 
ing in after two men were out. 

“ Three games were played for charity at 
the Auditorium during the period of the 
great popularity of the game, and drew 
large crowds. The first was im 1889 between 
the Farraguts and La Salles to a packed 
house. The score was 7 to 4 in favor of the 
La Salles. The next year the Farraguts 
defeated the Carltons, 11 to 10, at the same 
place, and in 1891 the Idlewtids beat the 
Country club of Evanston, 6 to 5. 


How the Game Is Played. 


The game of indoor baseball is a mys- 
tery to thousands of “ fans,”’ who know the 
rules of the National League almost by 
heart. Of course, the leading character- 
istics of the big game are preserved. Per- 
haps the most striking innovation is in the 
size of ball and bat. The former looks as 
big as a toy balloon and the bat is so small 
it can be compared to nothing better than 
its original, a broomstick. The reasons for 
this change are Obvious. The inside of 
the theater of a club-house fs not as large 
as a baseball park in any of its dimensions, 

The ball Is seventeen inches in circum- 
ference, but weighs only eight and one- 
quarter ounces, and feels soft to the touch. 
It: has a white cover and is lively enough 
to make things interesting, but without 
damaging the furniture of the hall or faces 
of the players and spectators. The bat 
must be not over one and one-quarter inch- 
es in diameter at the largest part and is 
made of wood. , 

The positions of the players are somewhat 
different from the regular.game. It takes 
at least seven men to make up a team, but 
it is played with nine. Only two of these 
are outfielders, however, the center flelder 
ceming inside the base line and becoming 
a second or “right” shortstop. The two 
shortstops play up close to the batter. one 
on each side of the pitcher, and usually 
within ten feet of the home plate. 


Diamond in Miniature. 


The dimensions of the diamond are re 
duced in every way. Each side of the dia- 
mond is twenty-seven feet long, and the 
pitcher’s box is placed twenty-two feet from 
the center of the home plate. The pitcher 
is not allowed to throw a curved ball. He 
must stand wholly within the box andswing 
his hand and arm — with the body 
when delivering the ball—plain straight arm 
pitching, even up-shoots being barred. The

The bases, made of white canvas, are half 
filled with sand, and not fastened-to the 
floor. It is placed loosely on a marked 
and if the player takes it along with 
when “ sliding for a base ” he is entitled to it.

» brief; arelthe facts on which the 
en base their beliefs of the economy 
ofthe storagé battery system as opposed to 
the”.owerhead trolley: They are obtained 
from careful figuring and collecting of data 
on previous overhead installations. They are 
as follows: 

The first cost of the plant will be consider- 
ably less than that for a trolley system for 
two reasons: <A cheaper power-house and 
cheaper line. The power-house will be less 
expensive because a much smaller amount 
of machinery will do the necessary work, 
since the load always remains constant and 
can be carried practically without variation 
eighteen hours a day. This makes it possi- 
ble to work both steam and electrical plants 
at their points of greatest efficiency. 

The outside line will cost less for the use 
of storage batteries than for a trolley sys- 
tem, because there will be no rail bonding 
necessary, no overhead trolley needed, and 


mo great system of costly copper feeders | 


and return cables required. Altogether the 
gain in favor of a storage battery lime ts 
figured at about 20 per cent. 

When it domes to a question of operation 
the figures are much closer. The losses in 
the storage of electricity are figured at 
about the same as those in the transmission 
of power to the various points along a trolley 
road, The deterioration of the batteries is 
reckoned on a guarantee from the makers 
to be about the cost of repairs to a trolley 
line. The advantage, if there is any, with 
the storage «battery, tfes inthe more 
efficient power plant, as mentioned, and 
the better application of the electric force to 
the wheels of the cars on muddy and snowy 
tracks. Combined with the saving of inter- 
est on first cost, this figures enough of again 
to satisfy the projectors they have madea 
wise move in applying storage batteries. 

It is particularly fitting that Mr. Shaffer 
should be at the head of the company which 
is making this radical departure in street 
railroad work, since he has been identified 
with several of the most radical improve- 
ments in such matters in the West. In 1887 
he built the first overhead trolley system 
west of the Alleghanies, at Richmond, Ind. 
Shortly after this he was President of the 
Indianapolis street railroad company, which 
put up the largest street railroad system at 
that time in the United States. Later, atthe 
same place, he made the first test made by 
an owner on storage battery cars. They 
were run over+his. trolley lines, but were 
found to fail decisively, owing to the poor 
quality of cells. Now he is identified with 
the first’ road ever built entirely for the use 
of storage batteries. The complete list of 
officers of the company is as follows:

As President Shaffer says, it is particularly 
fitting that Chicago should be selected for 
this decisive struggle between the trolley 
and the storage battery. No other city has 
such a system of street railroad transporta- 
tion as well as electrical service in general, 
and none is so looked up to for furnishing 
new ideas of practical value. Few cities 
have ever suffered such a degree of damage 
to electric wires as was inflicted here by the 
great sieet storm of last winter, and nowhere 
is there a more popular desire to find some 
substitute for the overhead trolley. Added 
to all this is Chicago’s well-known reputa- 
tion for making a success of almost anything 
undertaken, making altogether this by far 
the best place possible to select for the test. 

Street railroad men all over the world and 
the general traveling public of this city will 
watch with anxiety the progress of the forth- 
coming trial. When the figures for the first 
six months’ regular service on the new road 
are known, if they should show a cost of 
operation per car mile lower than that of 
the average overhead system, there will in 
all probability result a revolution in street 
railroad matters as great as that of a few 
years ago, when the ancient and slow-mov- 
ing vehicles of the horse car lines were sup- 
planted by the hurrying motors of the om- 
nipresent trolley.

more distinguished, if he be less loved, than 
his virtuous contemporaries. It was 
not until avarice had devised many a cun- 
ning trick for the protection of wealth, until 
civilization had multiplied the forms of port- 
able property, that thieving became a lib- 
eral and an elegant profession.’”’ In the age 
of Cromwell the Knights of the Road were 
often scholars as wellas gentlemen. ‘ They 
tempered their sport with a merry wit; their 
avarice alone surpassed their courtesy; and 
they robbed with so perfect a regard for the 
proprieties that it was only the prig and the 
parliamentarian who resented their interfer- 
ence.”” The middle of the séventeenth ccn- 
tury Was a golden age not only to the rob- 
ber, but to the robbe With the eighteenth 
century the highway fell upon decline, and 
by the. time the first George climbed to the 
throne robbery was already a sordid trade. 


Master Thief of England. 


The first scoundrel whom Mr. Whibley 
takes up for consideration is Capt. Hind, 
the master thief of England, the fearless 
Captain of the Highway, who was born in 
1618. His father, a simple saddler, had s) 
poor an appreciation of his son’s magnanim- 
ity that he apprenticed him toa butcher, but 
butchering oxen was not to the taste of this 
valiant youth, who aspired to wet his hands 
with the blood of Englishmen, and he was 
not long im escaping from his apprentice- 
Ship. His first experiment at robbery was 
so successful that his master, the famous 
Robert Allen, a ruffian who had mastered 
every trick in the game of plunder, was so 
delighted with his accomplishments that he 
gave him every opportunity to distinguish 
himself. He robbed with dignity, even with 
splendor. In company with Allen, his mas- 
ter, Hind went so far as to attack Oliver 
Cromwell, whose soldiery, however, over- 
powered them, and Allen was taken red- 
handed and hanged at Tyburn, while Hind 
rode gayly away. 

So long as he kept to the road, we are told, 
Hind’s life was “one long comedy.” His 
wit and address were inexhaustible, and 
fortune never found him ata loss. “ He 
would,” says Mr. Whibley, “‘ avert suspicion 
with the tune of a psalm, as when, habited 
like a pious shepherd, he broke a traveler’s 
head with his crook and deprived him of his 
horse. An early adventure was to force a 
pot-valiant parson, who had drunk a cup too 
much at a wedding, into a rarely farcical 
situation. Hind, having robbed two gentle- 
men’s servants of a round sum, went am- 
bling along the road until he encountered 
& parson, “ Sir,’’ said he, ‘‘ I am closely pur- 
sued by robbers. You, I dare swear, will not 
stand by and see me plundered.”’ Before the 
parson could protest, he “thrust a pistol 
into his hand and bade him fire at the first 
comer, while he rode off to raise the county. 
Meanwhile the rifled travelers came up with 
the parson, who straightway mistaking them 
for thieves, fired without effect, and then 
riding forward flung the pistol in the face 
of the nearest. Thus the parson of the par- 
ish was dragged before the magistrate, while 
Hind, before his dupe could furnish an ex- 
planation, had placed many a mile between 
himself and his adversary.”’ 


Hind Showed Generosity. 


Although thé was a mean trick, Hind 
was not without generosity. Meeting a 
traveler with a hundred pounds in his 
pocket, he chellenged him to fight there 
and then, staking his own horse against 
the money, and declared that he should wth 
who drew. first blood. “If I am the con- 
queror,” said the magnanimous Captain, 
“I will give you £10 for your jour- 
ney. If you are favored ‘of fortune, you 
shall give me your servant's horse.’’ The 
terms were instantly accepted and in two 
minutes Hind had run his adversary 
through the sword arm. But finding that 
his victim was but a poor squire going to 
London to pay his composition, he not only 
returned the money, but sought him out a 
surgeon, and gave him the best dinner the 
countryside could afford. ‘“ Despite the 
single inspiration of dancing a corant upon 
the green, Claude Duval, compared to Hind, 
was an empty braggart,” says Mr. Whibley. 
* Hind never took a sovere meanly; he 
approached no enterprise whi he did not 
adorn. Living in a true Augustan age, he 
was a classic among highwaymen, the very 
Virgil of the Pad.” 3 
Although highwaymen were the rule, 
bighwaywomen were not unknown. haps 
the most noteworthy of these was she who 

Cu " Moll, as 
was @ masculine wom- | 
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tranquil life.’”” “She, who formerly never 
missed a bull-baiting,’’ says Mr. Whibley, 
*“*must now content herself with tick-tack.” 
But she never lost courage and died at last 
a dropsy, in placid contentment with her 
ot. 


Jonathan Wild wasa more diplomatic thief 
than Capt. Hind. His meanest action marked 
him out from his fellows, but it was not until 
he habitually pillaged the treasures he after- 
wards restored to their graceful owners for 
a handsome consideration that his art 
reached the highest point of excellence. “ It 
was he,”’ says his’ biographer, “‘ who dis- 
covered the wealth and habit of the victim: 
it was he who posted the thief and seized the 
plunder, giving a paltry commission to his 
hirelings for the trouble; it was he who 
kept whatever valuables were lost in the 
transaction, and as he was the servant of the 
court discovery or inconvenience was im- 
possible."”” He was known to all the rich and 
titled folk in town; and if he was generally 
able to give them back their stolen valuables 
at: something more than double their value, 
he treated his clients with a most proper in- 
solence. When Lady M—— was unlucky 
enough to lose.a silver buckle at Windsor, 
she asked Wild to discover it, and offered the 
hero £20 for his trouble. ‘‘ Zounds, Madam,” 
says he, “ you offer nothing. It cost the 
gentleman who took it £40 for his coach, 
equipage, and other expenses to Windsor.” 
His impudence increased with success, and 
in the geniality of his cups he was wont to 
boast his amazing rogueries. On the trail 
he was as savage as a wild beast. When he 
arrested James Wright for robbery, he held 
on to the victim's chin by his teeth—an ex- 
ploit which reminds Mr. Whibley of the il- 
lustrious Tiger Roche. 


Greatest Ruffian of All. 


One of the most interesting of these 
scoundrels was the famous Gilderoy, who 
stoed 6 feet 10 in his stockings, and was “ the 
tallest ruffan that ever cut a purse or held 
up a coach on the highway.”’ In appearance 
he was the ideal highwayman. “A mass of 
black hair curled over a low forehead and a 
glittering eye intensified his villainous as- 
pect; nor did a deep scar, furrowirg his 
cheek from end to end, soften the horror uf 
his sudden apparition. Valiant men shud- 
dered at his approach; women shrank from 
the distant echo of his name; for fifteen 
years he terrorized Scotland from Caithness 
to the border; and the most partial chron- 
Acler never insulted his memory with the 
record of a good deed.” 

His first important crime was the robbery 
and murder of his mothtr. He returned to 
this good woman’s house, apparently to sug- 
gest reconciliation, and after she had gone 
to bed he entered herroom. “ He opened the 
door of the bed-chamber in a hushed silence: 
but the wrenching of the coffer-lid awoke tha 
sleeper and Gilderoy, having cut his moth- 
er’s throat with an infamous levity, seized 
whatever money and jewels were in the 
house, cruelly maltreated his sister, .and 
laughingly burnt the house to the ground 
that the possibility of evidence might be de- 
stroyed.”’ The proper end came to this 
infamous man. 
formality of a trial, and his body le™ hang- 
inginchainsasa warning to evil-doers. Te- 
for his death this scoundrel confessed to 
thirty-seven murders. ‘‘ He owed much of 
hig success,"’ says Mr. Whibley, ‘“‘to his 
physical strength, and to his temperament, 
which never Knew the scandal of hesitancy 
or dread.”’ 

Sixteen String Jack, with his accomplice, 
the famous Ellen Roach, Thomas Pureney, 
Deacon Brodie, and Jack Sheppard, are 
among the scoundrels whom Mr. Whibley 
celebrates. -His book, as will be seen from 
the passages that I have quoted, is not in- 
tended for the denizens of Hogan's Alley, 
but for those who prefer even their scoun- 
drels to be served up in good literary style.

First Night Pluralities. 


It is the next thing to impossible election 
night to get total votes from all over the 
country outside of the large cities, where the 
methods of counting and of transmitting re- 
sults are much more rapid than in rural com- 
munities, In fact, so largely do the first 
night’s returns consist of more or leas accu- 
rate estimates of pluralities that the best a 
newspaper can do, at least in its first edition, 
is to print plurality tables. If not in its sec- 
ond edition, then in its first edition of the 
following day the reader will get uniformly 
the showing of total votes received by the 
opposing candidates, with:the pluralities as 
figured out. 

The editorial writers go home even some- 
what earlier than usual the afternoon of elec- 
tion day, but they make up for it at night, 
when their presence is required at the office 
to comment on the all-absorbing news as it 
finally crystallizes into, ascertained facts. 
Generally an extra plate of the editorial page 
is required in the second edition to correct 
some of the earlier figures and make them 
agree with those received later and which 
will appear in the news columns. 


Where Everything Hums. 


The composing-room is a fairly lively place 
any night, but-election night sees it at its 
liveliest,especially after9 or 10 0'clock. When | 
election *‘ copy "’ begins to come up, it comes 
in almost an uninterrupted rush until the 
finish. Never is the composing-room system 
of classification and expedition put to a 
severer test, and never are the‘ ‘makeup 
men more thankful for the invention of ma- 
chine-set ‘inetead. of hand-set type, espe- 
cially when it comes to putting tabular mat- 
ter into the forms. The press and mailing 
rooms—always busy places—are busier than 
usual election night, for the; Ree pov 
extra papers is always enormous - 
sitates an increased force in both depart- 
ments to meet it. 

The “Hustle” Between Editions, 


The liveliest part of election night is the 
period between the first and second editions, 
or from 1 to 3 a. m. After the force of ed- 
itors, reporters, and statisticians have 
snatched a hasty lunch of sandwiches and 
coffee brought in from a down-town restau- 
rant they resume work on the returns still 
piling up beforethem. Consulting the proofs 
of the matter sent out and put in type earlier 
they strike out here, insert new figures there, 
kill a heading and write a new one, change 
totals to conform to changes in the tables, 
cut down articles to fit them to required 
spaces, and continue to send out new matter 
in the shape of later dispatches or new ta- 
bles. Meanwhile the night editor is schem- 
ing out the arrangement of his‘ open” 
pages for the second edition, seeking to im- 
prove the old order and to present the new- 
est-and most important developments in the 
most conspicuous way. While in the midst 
of *‘ making up” he shuts off the supply of 
‘‘copy ” to be set for the second edition and 
ordets whatever is to come marked “ ex- 
tra’’ if it proves of sufficient importance 
to warrant another edition. Finally, about 
8 o'clock, after pinching an article here, 
adding, a piece of election matter there to 
fill a column, and using his miscellaneous 


| short news pieces to fill holes, he sends the 


paper to press. It is a tradition that the 
average night editor “sweats blood” on 
divers and sundry occasions and that his 
temper, at least during working hours, is 
not exactly angelic. If there is. anything 
that might justify this impression it would 
be his exasperating experiences on election 
night> 
Taking “ Extras.”

7 embracing a large angle of vision. 
‘This difficulty, long bothering both amateur 
and professional photographers, is over- 


sembies a half of a cheese box more than 
any other thing. It is semi-cylindrical, 
about two feet in diameter, and eighteen 
inches high.. In thé center of the flat side 
is an opening, closed with black cloth, from 
which protrudes an ordinary lens. The rest 
of the outside is made of mahogany and is 
a handsome red. Below there is an attach- 
— for a tripod and above is a small brass 
The lens in front is mounted upon a pivot 
and is free to swing from one side to the 
other at the impulse of the clockwork in 
the top of the instrument. This motion in- 
cludes in its sweep just half a circle. The 
semi-circular film in the back is contained in 
a holder, so made that it can be removed 
for refilling. Instead of the center of the 
camera being hollow, as ordinarily, there 
is a sort of flattened tube reaching back 
from the lens to within a short distance 
of the plateholder. This permits.of only a 
small portion of the film being exposed at 
any one time. 4 
In operation the photographer sets up his 
instrument and focuses the lens the cen- 
tral part of the view to be taken. Then 
the revolving head is turned to one side. 
the slide of the filmholder withdrawn, the 
clockwork started at the requisite speed by 
the lever on top, and the slide withdrawn. 
As but a narrow elit of the film is subject 
to the action of the light at any one time, 
even when the motion of the revolving part 
is slow, the length of exposure of any part 
of the film is small in comparison. From 
one second to two minutes is the rate of a 
single half revolution of the lens, and the 
slot exposed is a strip three-quarters ef an 
inch wide and eight !nches high. As the

Possibilities Are Great. 


Mr. Hughes has not patented this instru- 
ment, nor does he claim absolute originality 
for the device. It is merely the first prac- 
tical adaptation of the idea brought out 
originally by a man narfied Rockwood, liv- 
ing in New York City. But this camera 
contains several featufés unknown to the 
earlier invention, which have made the ma- 
chine practicable. Focusing, regulating, 
and exposing mechanism has been. well 
worked out, and the possibility of changing 
lenses has added another useful feature. If 
the proof of the pudding is in the eating, 
the views taken with the instrument stamp 
it a most decided success. — 

The possibilities of this camera are enor- 
mous. Stationed on the top of the Masonic 
Temple, for instance, a panoramic view of 
the entire water-front of Chicago could be 
easily secured in one piece. Or, placed on 
the light-house, or on the mast of a ship in 
the breakwater, a complete bird’s-eye view 
of the whole city can be obtained. Large 
groups, infantry and cavalry maneuvers, 
lines of railroad, racing events, processions, 
architectural effects, and a thousand other 
views of great present difficulty to the pho- 


tographic profession, will all yield easily to 


the revolving lens. 

In the field of astronomy a suitably gov- 
erned instrument can take views all the way 
across the heavens at one time, thus doing 
away with the present inaccurate patchwork 
by which stars are mapped out. This result. 
will be made possible only by increasing the 
sensitiveness of the films to be used, so that 
a short exposure will be sufficient to repro- 
duce a star, but this feature is getting nearer 
accomplishment every day. 

Exhibiting it at his home, Mr. Hughes 
spoke modestly of the things which the néw 
camera could do. Among the dozen others 
which the house contained he seemed to 
think much‘more of. a new huge mahogany 
instrument which will take pictures 18x22 


of their employers as are many of their 
masculine competitors.

There are a good many things that can be 
said in favor of collecting as a vocation.

Many Women Among Collectors. 

The army of people in Chicago who act 
as middlemen between debtors and creditors 
numbers among its ranks a fair sprinkling 
of women, not a few of whom have ac- 
quired an enviable proficiency in the art of 
bringing financial delinquents to time. 

The large collecting agencies and the more 
widely-known business concerns have not 
yet given women an extensive trial in the 
capacity of collecting,. but many of the 
lesser firms have employes them with such 
satisfactory results that they are prodigal 
in their praises of the sex’s ability in that 
direction. 

The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union gathers in all collections, of course, 
through the agency of women. There are 
many branches of the work, and the income 
Gerived by the asscciation during the month 
from various sources is a neat little sum 
which is scooped in with clockwork regu- 
larity. by the head collector, who, consider- 
ing the magnitude of her work, is an honor 
to the front rank wherein she has been 
unanimously placed by the other members 
of the calling. 

A lumber firm in La Salle street has in its 
employ a woman who has been attending 
to the financial end of the business for the 
jast three years.

The next young woman has been on the 
pay roll of a West Side foundry and machine 
company long enough to convince her em- 
ployers that their business would go to rack 
and ruin should she sever her connection 
with the establishment. 

** Sometimes I come across a debtor who is 
obdurate to the last degree,”’ she said. “‘How 
do I attack him?

1 
study my subject first. I admit that I make 
use of the, sense of chivalry toward women 
that most men possess. But collecting 
money is just like administering patent 
medicines.

How to Handle Women. 


In an office in La Salle street a woman who 
has made collecting her business for the 
last ten years has taken desk room and put 
out her sign.

BLESSING TO THE WAGE-WORKERS OF 
THE “CRIME OF '73.” 

The “crime” of preventing resumption 
in silver was committed in the spring of 
1873, when the bullion in a silver dollar was 
worth the 23 1-5 grains in a gold dollar. 
Let ws assumé that it still was in 1874, and 
that the decline in the price or value of 
silver bullion began in 1875, and that it has 
averaged over 2 per cent a year ever since, 
so that, being worth 100 cents in gold in 
1874, it declined to 50 cents in 1895-’6. 
Let us assume that the “crime” had not 
been committed. Then, of course, this 
country would have resumed specie pay- 
ments Jan. 1, 1879, in silver, use the 
value of 371% grains of silver, constituting 
the silver in a. dollar, was worth but 95 
cents in gold. 

Gold would thus have beenexcluded from 
circtlation, and the United States would 
have entered upon a career or experience of 
silver monometallism from that day, 
as the cheaper money, as pointed out by 
Gresham over two centuries ago, always 
excludes and drives out the better money. 
No exception to the rule has ever been ob- 
served, 

What effect on the wages of labor would 
resumption on the silver monometallic 
standard in 1878’9 have had is an exceed- 
ingly important question for all persons who 
earn their living by hiring their services 
for wages. 

We have shown that effect in the follow- 
ing table. At the time of resumption in 
1878’9 a silver dollar was worth intrin- 
sically about 95 cents in gold, and it has kept 
on declining about 2 per cent @ year ever 
since—some years more than that and 
others less—until for the last two years 
the commercial value of the bullion in a 
silver dollar has been very close to fifty 
cents, or half a dollar. That is its value 
now, and from present appearances it is 
not likely to vary much in the future there- 
from. 

What was the average wages paid per 
annum to male adult labor in the cities and 
villages of the Northern States, taking all 
the trades and employments together, from 
skilled to common, and including all kinds 
of counting-house, mercantile, and clerical 


| employment? 
The official and best éstimates show that. 


ft was just about $500 per. wage-worker— 
reducing the greenbacks of 1873 (then worth 
90 cents) to gold—when the alleged “ crime ” 
of dropping the silver dollar was committed. 
Many salaries yielded less than $500 to the 
employé, but other workers earned more 
than that wage. In 1873 there were be- 
tween three and four millions of adult 
males working for hire in the Northern 
States, and their annual wage in the aggre- 
gate was not far from 1,750 millions of 
dollars. 

In the following table we assume that 
if,this country had resumed on the free 
silver coinage basis in 1878-9 at the ratio 
of 16 to 1—meaning that sixteen ounces of 
silver was the equivalent in value of one 
ounce of gold—the effect on wages would 
have been to reduce them in the same pro- 
portion as the silver depreciated year after 
year thereafter, on a generalaverage. The 
tendency would inevitably have been in 
that direction, and the table gives an idea 
of the loss that might have been inflicted on 
the employé classes if that fearful mistake 
had been committed—resumption on a de- 
clining silver standard of money.

American people, women as well as men, 

have been paid in gold or money as good 

ever since 1878. And the official investiga- 

tions of Congress, made in 1890 and 1893, 

show that there was a gradual advance or 

increase in wages in gold of just about 2 per 
cent a year from 1878 to the panic of 1893. 

Now, assuming that the average wages in 

gold of adult wage-workers-of all classes, 

trades, and occupations was $500 per annum 

in 1877-78, the following has been the re- 

sult since then to them:

The official statistics show that eset the 
time of resumption in 1878-’79 ou the gold 
standard there was no decline in wages, 
but, on the other hand, a steady rise of 
about 2 per cent a year on the average of 
all the trades and occupations, which 
makes an increase in wages of $150 from 
1878 to the panic of 1898 on a wage ag 
salary commanding $500 a year, and 
in the same proportion or ratio for the 
other higher or lower rates of compensa- 
tion. 

And during all these eighteen years the 
gold wages have purchased per dollar more 
of the necessaries and comforts of life for 
workingmen and their families by reason of 
new labor-saving inventions, making labor 
more productive, and consequently com- 
modities have been growing cheaper in the 
market. 

The question now before all wage work- 
ing employés to seriously ponder is, Do you 
want to change the money standard of this 
country from stable, steady, solid gold to 
fiuctuating, declining, debasing, 16 to 1 free 
silver dollars which have slumped down 
in value one-half since the “ crime of 1873” ? 
Gold secured you good wages and prevented 
you from being robbed by depreciating sil- 
ver pay for your work.

THE TRIBUNE’S. POSITION IN 1878. 

Bryan and his party are contending for. 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 in order that there may be vheap dol- 
lars for dishonest men to pay debts with and 
cheat their creditors out of 50 cents on the 
dollar. They are contending for silver mono- 
metallism, which they miscall bimetallism. 

The Popoeratic literary bureau has put 
in circulation a leaflet made up of extracts 
from’ TRIBUNE editorials which appeared’ 
during the months of January and Feb- 
ruary, 1878, or just prior to the date when 
the Bland-Allison law was passed over 
President Hayes’ veto. 

These extracts are printed in the hope of 
creating the impression that eighteen years 
ago Tue Trisune advocated the free coin- 
age of silver, silver monometallism, and a 
dishonest dollar, and therefore occupied 
the same ground that Bryan and Altgeld 
do today. 

In the first place, Tue Trisune is not a 
candidate for the Presidency. Neither is 
anybody who is connected with it. Conse- 
quently what it said in 1878 is not an issue 
in the present canipaign. The platforms 
and the candidates of the opposing parties 
must be judged on their merits, quite re- 
gardless of what any paper may have said 
in 1878. 

In the second place, the editorials referred 
to must be read in the light of the condi- 
tions and beliefs which prevailed eighteen 
years ago. All information on that point 
is suppressed: by Bryan’s literary. bureau, 
because if the facts were given the dullest 
reader would see that those who favored 
the law of 1878 were actuated by honest 
motives, while the free silver leaders of 1896 
are animated by dishonest motives. 

In 1875 Congress’ had passed an act pro- 
viding for specie resumption on the Ist of 
January, 1879. Whén that law was passed 
there was no gold or silver in circulation, 
and very little gold in the country. It was 
feared that.there might not be enough 
specie in the United States by 1879 tomake 
resumption feasible. 

Hence in 1877-78 there was a demand for 
the restoration ‘of the silver dollar, so as to 
furnish the people more hard money than 
they would have otherwise, and thus make 
resumption easier. That was the feeling of 
the West, irrespective of party. Its papers 
—~Tue TRIBUNE among them—and its pub- 
lic men, with very few exceptions, demand- 
ed that the silver dollar be restored and be 
made a legal tender. 

At that time the West was whanimously 
bimetallic, understanding by ‘“ bimetal- 
lism” the concurrent circulation of gold 
and silver. There were not at that date any 
men in this part of the country who, under 
the pretense of demanding “ bimetallism,”’ 
really wanted silver monometallism and the 
circulation of only one metal, and that the 
cheaper and poorer. 

The West believed in 1878 that the double 
standard was workable. Hamilton and 
Jefferson had thought it was, and the West 
had faith in their reasoning. But, like those 
two Revolutionary worthies, it believed in 
the commercial as well as the legal equality 
of the gold and silver dollar. 


In November, 1877, the House passed the 


Bland bill for the free coinage of silver. At 
that time the silver in a silver dollar was 
worth 93 1-10 cents. It fis worth 50 cents 
now. It was claimed that free coinage 
would raise the value of silver, restore the 
old price of 129 cents an ounce, and make 
the bullion in the silver dollar worth as 
much as that in the gold dollar.. 

But while the two dollars were less than 
7 cents apart, the Senate doubted the 
wisdom of a free coinage law, and there- 
fore, in January, 1878, it adopted Senator 
Allison’s limited coinage amendment, pro- 
viding for the monthly purchase and coinage 
of not more than four and not less than two 
million dollars’ worth of silver bullion. At 
that time the bullion in a silver dollar was 
worth 93 1-10. cents. 

The House concurred in the amendment. 
The bill was vetoed by President Hayes, 
and was passed over his veto by aun immense 
vote. Party lines were broken. Repub- 
licans and Democrats were for the law. 

So was Tue Trisuns. It then believed, as 
did 90 per cent of the people of the United 
States, that the increased consumption of 
silver by reason of the act of 1878 would 
raise the price, and the small gap between 
the bullion values of gold and silver dol- 
lars would be closed up and the ratio of 16 to 
1 would exist in fact as well as in theory. 

That was the belief of those who voted 
for the law. Not one of them said he want- 
ed acheap dollar. Not one of them declared 
that he wanted the gap to widen instead of 
closing, so that creditors might be defraud- 
ed. If any one of them had such a hope 
he kept it to himself. Bryan was at college 
then and had not taken to spouting dis- 
honesty. 

Tue Trisung, like the West, looked upon 
the law of 1878 as a bimetallic measure 
which would lead to the toncurrent circula- 
tion of gold and silver dollars. This paper 
did not want the gold expelled and only de- 
preciated silver in circulation. It wanted a 
financial system like that devised by Wash- 
ington, Hamilton, and Jefferson. They de- 
vised and enacted a bimetallic system of 
hard money in which they expected the dol- 
lars of each metal would be equivalents in 
value in buying things in the market and 
paying for labor. They never dreamed of 
founding a bimetallic system in which the 
intrinsic value of the yellow metal should 
exceed that of the White metal by one-third 
or one-half or vice versa. If the value of the 
metal put in the silver coin were less than 
that in the goli dollar those “ founders of 
the republic ”’ would not. have czlled it a bi- 


metallic or a double standard system. They | 
would not have expected that both metals — 


would cireulate if one possessed twice the 
purchasing power of the other. They would 
have seen and admitted that only the cheap- 
er dollar would circulate as money. 

The editor of Tue TRIBUNE never 
dreamed of advocating the coining of 50- 
cent dollars to compete with 100-cent gold 
dollars or of substituting silver monometa!l- 
lism for bimetallism. Had such a proposi- 
tion been made in 1878 he would have de- 
nounced it then, as he does now.

Neither Tug TRIBUNE nor anybody else 
foresaw in 1878 that fall in the cost of pro- 
duction of silver, due to railroads, chentical 
discoveries, ete., which has made it as profit- 
able a business to mine silver at 65 cents an 
ounce as it was orice to mine it at 129 cents. 

Nobody dreamed that the annual output 
would rise from 43 million ounces a year 
to 175 million ounces, and that the expecta- 
tion of raising silver to its old price by the 
monthly purchase of a few million ounces 
was an absurdity. 

When the law of 1878 was passed it was 
thought an international agreement could 
be made with Europe speedily, and much 
more silver be employed for monetary pur- | 
poses, The confident hopes of eighteen 
years ago have come to naught. 

The men of 1878 made mistakes, but they 
did so honestly. They acted according to 
their lights, without the benefit of the 
eighteen years of experience which the men 
of today have to guide them. 

But those individuals who are demanding 
silver monometallism, and fraudulently call 
it bimetallism, labor under no delusions. 
They are deceived by no false hopes. They 
do not expect silver to advance to par, They 
do not believe the free coinage silver dollar 
will be worth as much as the gold dollar, 
and they do not want it to be, as they desire 
above all things a cheap and declining dollar 
with which to cheat laborers and creditors. 

The men who voted for the law of 1878 
wished to give the country silver dollars 
as good as gold, so as to help on resumption. 
The Bryanites want half-value silver dol- 
lars so as to deprive creditors of half their 
property. 

The files of Tue Trrsune donot contain 
a sentence which can be read into an in- 
dorsement of that infamous proposition. 
‘Never was it for anything but honest bi- 
metallism, which can cheat nobody.

What does Dr. Thomas mean by a return 
to the old money of the Constitution? Does 
he know what he is talking About? The 
Constitution does not specify any particular 
kind of money for the people of the United 
States. If he has the slightest idea of 
what he is talking about he must mean that 
silver‘ dollar which possessed an intrinsic 
value equal to that of the gold dollar; the 
dollar the bullion in which would sell 
in the open market fcr as much as the bull- 
ion in the gold dollar; the dollar. with the 
bullion of which you could buy as much as 
with the bullion of the gold dollar. That 
was the only kind of a dollar we had up to 
eighteen years ago, and only eight millions 
of them in 80 years. But that was a silver 
dollar worth twice what the silver in a dollar 
is worth now.

COLLEGE MEN FOR SOUND MONEY. 

There is a deal of significance in the fact 
that an overwhelming majority of the col- 
leges of the country are stanch for national 
honor and McKinley. It shows that Bryan- 
ism is repugnant to the educated mind. It 
shows that when a man has once grasped 
the principles of- political economy the idea 
of an inflated currency is as preposterous 
to his intellect as to his sense of honesty. 

The random poll of thirty-four colleges 
made by New York collegiate alumni may 
be taken as a fair average of the university 
sentiment of the country. It includes col- 
ieges, large and small, from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. Even in the University of Nebras- 
ka Bryan is turned down by the students. 
Stanford University in Califoruia is for Mc- 
IKkinley by. a vote of 4to1. Harvard votes 
1,811 for MeKinley and sound money 
against 109 for Bryan and repudiation. 
Only one unheard-of school somewhere in 
Mississippi casty a majority vote for Bryan. 
On an average not one student in ten will 
back the specious free silver sophistries 
against the plain teachings of history, 

This is a good sign, not only for the pres- 
ent issue but for the stability of our institu- 
tionsin the future. It indicates that the one 
sure safeguard against national shipwreck 
upon economic fallacies is education. The 
American college boy is full of independence. 
He has the youthful generosity of heart, 
too, that might easily respond to the emo- 
tional grandiloquence of a Bryan. But 
when he has once learned the principles and 
laws of economics, and has had his natural 
sense of honesty illuminated by them, he 
has nothing but jeers for the man who comes— 
to urge him to trample upon those laws. 

More clearly than ever has this cam- 
paign demonstrated that if we wish to as- 
sure the perpetuity of a government of the 
people and by and for the people it must be 
done by keeping the majority of our citizens 
enlightened as well as honest. The rough 
and ready citizen who could help create a 
new government of thirteen agricultural 
States along the Atlantic seaboard a century 
and a quarter ago is not the ideal citizen of 
a great trading nation such as the United 
States is today. It needs a new sort of citi- 
zen to guard the new and diversified inter- 
ests. An economic fallaey that would have 
been harmless in 1776 would be fatal in 
1896. Knowledge of fundamental princi- 
ples in commerce and finance has become 
imperative, and the poll of the college stu- 
dents has shown that it is effective. 

Still more striking is the unanimity of the 
college professors for McKinley and sound 
money. Scarcely a handful in the whole 
country can be found on the wrong side. 
This is the more significant as the college 
faculties are known to have leaned strongly 
toward free trade in the past. But this 
year, when they had to decide between a 
theory of expediency and a principle of na- 
tional honesty they have not hesitated a 
moment. The college instructors are going 
to vote solidly for McKinley for the double 
reason that he stands for an honest dollar 
and that he stands for a return of prosperi- 
ty. Academic hair-splitting cannot be tol- 
erated for a moment in the presence of such 
issues, 

The silver campaign now drawing to a 
close has had its bad effects. The con- 
tinuous howling of the advocates of repudia- 
tion has paralyzed business for a long time. 
But the consequent sufferings have brought 
their lesson and the campaign has been a 
wonderful popular educator. Not since 
war times have the people taken such a deep 
and self-educative interest in the issues of 
a campaign. It has been a great national 
collegiate course for the common people in 
vital financial and commercial “principles, 
In view of the happy end now assured there 
is good reason therefore to look upon the 
campaign of 1896 as an ultimate educative 
blessing.

HELESE’S VISIT TO BARI. 

The visit of the Princess Helene of Mon- 
‘ttenegro and her betrothed husband, the 
Crown Prince of Naples, to the Town of 
Bari, Italy, appears to have inspired the 
residents to a mighty outburst of artistic 
energy. ‘The péople realized that no wel- 
come to these distinguished guests could 
be complete unless the town was thoroughly 
decorated, and by a happy coincidence this 
result was best attained by the removal of 
the decorations that commonly existed. The 
work was done in response to a municipal 
edict addressed to “‘ the citizens.”” Some of 
its provisions were: 

“8M your duty to clean the streets of all unseemly 
mud, 

Goats, cows, hens, and drunken persons must be 
kept at a proper distance. 

No dust bins may for three weeks be emptied 
into the streets. 


This edict gives some valuable information 
as to the municipal conditions that prevail 
nominally in Bari, and probably other Ital- 
ian towns. The presence of “ unséemly 
mud ” is not so unique, for even in Chicago 
there have been times when a few layers of 
mud in a most advanced state of unseem- 
liness have been found on the streets. It 
is surprising, however, that the people of 
Bari do not force “ goats, cows, hens, and 
drunken persons” to be kept at a proper 
distance. Hens might be tolerated, but 


goats, cows, and drunken persons are ani-- 


mals which surely never were designed to 
be anywhere else than at a proper distance, 
and that means a considerable distance. 
As to the emptying of dust bins into the 
streets, that is entirely a matter of taste. 
In Chicago the contents of dust bins are 
regarded as a healthful acquisition for al- 
leys, which are in a sense streets, and in 


some districts the accumulation of this. 


débris goes on for months without any ef- 
fort being made to remove it. Chicago, 
however, is never inspired by the occasional 
visits of royalty to attempt a general clean- 
ing up. For this reason, therefore, the 
Town of Bari is to be congratulated on the 
visit of the illustrious couple, and it has 
cause to hope that similar visits may be re- 
peated at frequent intervals. Such episodes 
are vastly more effective than an expensive 
street cleaning department. 


PARAGRAPH 85, Chapter 46, of Sfarr & Cur- 
tis’ Annotated Statutes of Illinois provides 
that any person who shall solicit, request, 
demand, or receive, directly or indirectly, 
any money or other thing of value, or the 
promise thereof, to Influence his vote, or un- 
der the pretense of being used to procure the 
vote of any other person or persons, prior 
to or on the day of the election for or against 
any candidate for office, shall be deemed 
guilty of the infamous crime of brfbery in 
election, and upon the conviction thereof in 
any court of record shall be sentenced to 
disfranchisement for not less than five nor 
more than fifteen years, and to the county 
jail not less than three months nor mere 
than one year. 

Should the workingmen adopt the course 
which they are urged to do by fhe bulletin 
issued by Chairman Jones on Thursday night 
last they would clearly be liable to conviction 
under the provision of the statute referred 
to above, since, as stated by Mark Hanna in 
his circular, the workmen are advised to 
coerce their employers into signing a con- 
tract based upon considerations that can 
have no bearing whatever upon the value 
of their work, which is simply inciting them 
to exact a bribe before they will vote.

SEEING. AT A DISTANCE. 


INVENTION BY WHICH IMAGES OF OB- 
, @ECTS ARE TRANSMITTED, 


Description; ef the Instrpment - by 


Which the Marvel Is Accomplished 


—Pictures Are Carried by an Elec- 
tric Current Passing Through a 
Piece of Selenium, the Resistance 
of Which Varies with the Light 
Falling on It. 


OR a quarter of a century science has 
been laboring with the problem of 
seeing at a distance—a problem more, 
difficult than that solved by the in- 

vention of. the telephone, though in.its gen- 
eral characteristics somewhat similar. Re- 
cently it has become evident that the solu- 
tion of ‘the problem is at hand; that it ts 
a matter’of but. a short time before it will 
be possible for a man seated at a desk in 
Chicago. to keep an eye upon happenings 
in New York and in San Francisco at the 


same timé, with the surety that what he. 


sees comes to him first hand and eer uate 
intervention of no photograph or artist’ 
sketch. 
Indeed, the solution of the problem ha 
already been found and the only difficulties 
to be surmounted before sight at a distance 
becomes a fact are mechanical and far from 
inconquerable. Control of the raysof light 
has been obtained and the barrier between 
this and. the, production of pictures before 


the eye is but.a slight one. i 

The apparatus. by which so much has been 
accomplished has been described by William 
Baxter Jr. in the New York World, and from 
what it has already made possible one can 
draw gonelusions as to what it will yet bring 
about. By the method of the machine the 
picture of.the ee coh to be seen is impressed 
upon, a ‘plate at the,transmitting end of the 
instrument, transmitted by 
rent, and reproduced upon another plate at 
the receiving end. The distance to which it 
is transmitted has no effect upon the pict- 
ure. By using an adaptation of the magic 
lantern it is possible to throw the picture 
upon a screen greatly magnified. 

Both transmitter and receiver are pro- 
vided. with a revolving disk, located behind 
the plate upon which the image is received 
and as close to it as can be without touching 
it. Each plate is so arranged as to move 
from the center to the outer edge of the 
disk and back. When the plate is in its 
central position a small hole, not larger 
than a pin point, comes directly over the 
center of the disk. In the transmitter back 
of this hole there is a piece of selenium. The 
selenium is thé key to the solution of the 
problem, for it possesses the Lae mare of 
changing’ its-resistance to the flow of an 
electric current by the action of light upon 
it. In the dark the resistance ia great; in a 
bright light the current passes through it 
freely. When the light passing through the 
plate is not strong the resistance of the 
selenium is high; if the disk is moved so 
as to allow more light to pass through, the 
resistance of the selenium decreases. 


How Picture Is Transmitted. 


The electric current which passes through 
the piece of selenium reproduces the picture 
at the receiving end of the instrument, The 
amount of light which can pass through any 
part of the plate and fall upon the selenium 
is dependent upon the ‘“‘ shading” at that 
point, and thé resistance of the selenium 
varies with the light which falls on it; so 
the current of electricity is regulated by the 
lights and shadows of the picture on the 
plate of the transmitter. 

At the receiving end the electric current 
is passed around an electro-magnet made 
in the.shape of a tube, so that light may be 
passed through it, the force of the’magnet 
being used to regulate the amount of light 
that passes through the tube. This magnet 
is fixed back. of the revolving disk of the re- 
ceiver in such a position-that the center of 
the tube is in line with the pin hole in the 
sliding plate. é' 

A lamp is placed so that its light will shine 
through the tube and the hole in the sliding 
plate and fall upon the plate on which the 
picture is to be reproduced. The tube has 
two Nicol prisms, one being placed at each 
end and at right angles to each other. These 
prisms are made of Iceland spar and possess 
the property of being transparent when in

If the eye could see instantly this 
apparatus would be of no value for the pur- 
pose of reproducing visible pictures, but the 
eye does not see instantly. 


Picture in the Receiver. 


If the disks are revolved with sufficient 
rapidity to enable the spot of light to travel 
from the center to the outside before the 
image impressed upon the eye has faded 
away, the entire picture will be seen. 

It may appear to be a difficult matter to 
make two machines hundreds of miles away 
rotate in unison with each other, but there 
are several ways in which this may be done. 
The attainment of the very high velocity 
needed is a far more difficult matter, but 
some of the difficulty in this direction can be 
removed by reducing the size of the pictures, 
and therefore of the disks. If these are made 
smaller fewer turns will be required for the 
oper of light to travel from the center to the 
circumference. 

There could be no objection to making the 
pictures small, because they can be enlarged 
before yor the eye. Therefore, the 
disks ca be made as small as one inch, or 


even smaller, and on account of this dimin-~ 


utive size can be rotated at a high velocity 
— far less difficulty than would seem pos- 
sible. 

The greatesf difficulty, perhaps, is the 
proper adjusting of the variation of the 
light in the transmitter to the variation of 
the strength of the electric current. «It ts 
simple enough to cause the changes in the 
intensity of the light falling upon the selen- 
ium strip to vary the flow of the electric cur- 
rent, but to so adjust the two that the change 
in one may be in exact proportion to the 
change in the other is quite a different mat- 
ter. The same is true of the action of the 
current upon the magnet, and of the latter 
upon the amount of light passing. through 
the Nicol prisms. 

In theory, at lea the instrument is per- 
fect. It is believed that it can be made 
equally perfect in practice... The difficulties 
yet to be overcome are slight in comparison’ 
with those already surmounted. ;

Savagery of the Turks. 

A Greek, a lady, who had been caught In 
her carriage in the midst of the tumult of the 
streets, told me of the spectacle she had wit- 
nessed. Having set out from her hotelfora 
pleasure drive she had been passed by a mad 
rush of Turks, brandishing guns, pistols, 
bars of iron, hatchets, and pieces of jagged 
wood, their faces swollen and inflamed with 
fanatical rage, whd, uttering-hoarse cries 
of “‘Mohammed!” ‘“* Mohammed!” had, in 
her sight, swarmed upon a party of passing 
Armenians and butchered them like sheep in 
the shambles. 

As, sick with horror, she fell back in her 
carriage a shifting of the crowd had enabled 
her coachman to turn and make his way 
back to the hotel, where she was received 
by the frightened proprietor with: 

“O, madame; thank God you are safe! 


They say it is only Armenians they are kill- 


ing, but who knows when they make mis- 
takes?” 

The same lady told me of a respectable 

Armenian, formerly in the employ of her 
husband, coming to them and begging to be 
taken away to Greece, saying that, during 
his absence from home on the day of the 
massacre, his wife, mother, and children, 
who had taken refuge on the roof of his 
house, had all been dashed into the street 
and killed by a party of Turks furious at 
not finding him. 
» From the agent of a British shipping 
company, who came aboard to report to his 
chief (a passenger with us from Odessa), we 
heard of the seizure of Dr. Constantine, a 
British subject, thirteen years a resident of 
Edinburg and Leeds, who, taking refuge 
on one of the company’s ships in the har- 
bor, was captured by the police when half 
way up the gangplank and dragged off. 

An intelligent young man, present during 
the massacre, told us the horrors of that day 
would never be fully known; that, fora time, 
the streets in the neighborhood of the Otto- 
man Bank had been drenched in blood, 
bodies lying everywhere.

are three paintings from the brush of,this 
modern master. None of these is either large 
or important, reckoned in the sum total of 
Munkacsy’s work, but each is exceedingly 
interesting in itself. These are“‘ The Wrest- 
ler’s Challenge’ in the Munger collection, 
and “‘Washerwoman in Hungary,” and 
“Grandfather Sleeps,” in the Mrs. P. C. 
Hanford collection. All three are charming 
genre pieces, notable above all (as is all of 
Munkacsy’s work) for rich color. 

One of the greatest painters of modern 
times, Munkacsy has had a most romantic 
history. Ingeed, to finda Larallel of his re- 
markable career it is necessary to go back 
to the time when Titian left his mountain 
home at Cadore to make himself a King of 
art among the Venetians. 

Munkacsy’s Humble Birth. 

Munkacsy is a name the painter adopted 
from his birthplace, Munkacs, in Hungary. 
His proper name is Michael Lieb. He was 
born Oct. 10, 1846, the youngest of five chil- 
dren of a poor peasant family. He has no 
memory of his parents, for in 1848 his father 
joined the insurgents, and the following 
year, when Russian intervention crushed 
the last hope of the Magyar patricts, both 
father and mother were killed by Cossack. 
bayonets. The children were scattered 
amorg remaining relatives. Young Michael 
went to his uncle, Stephen Roeck, who could 
provide for him only a meager peasant’s edu- 
cation. 

In 1854, when only 8 years old, the lad had 
to begin the world for himself. So he was 
apprenticed to a carpenter in BéKes-Esaba. 
He worked at the bench faithfully for six 
years, learning by bitter experience lessons 
which afterward. gave motives for many of 
his best pictures—most of them sad and 
somber even in their humor, but full of 
sympathy with the poor and the suffering. 
His earliest experience with color was in 
painting the outside of a cottage. He began 
drawing on the smooth side of a plank which 
his own hand had planed. He has told how 
he was often roused from some youthful 
artist dream by a ee a whip in the 
band of his boorish ster for tracing @ 
tuce or figure» witn charcuval on the tempt- 
ing whiteness of a board. Much of his work 
was out of doors, even in cold weather, 
and he suffered from lack of clothing. 


Wanted to Be a Talilor. 


Munkacsy’s ideal of existence in those 
days was shelter and warmth, and his ambi- 
tion was to be a tailor. From his liking for 
paint his master intrusted to him the paint- 
ing of crude decorative flowers on rude 
chests of drawers—a piece of furniture 
without which no peasant’s home was com- 
plete. This was the pebble which decided the 
course of the river. By application and 
study he improved rapidly in drawing, and 
when his apprenticeship ended he weht to 
Gyula and became a pupil of the painter 
Szamosy, who gave him his first instruction 
in art. He aspired only to become a house 
painter and decorator. But the youth de- 
veloped with wonderful’ rapidity and be- 
came more ambitious. The uncle was made 
uneasy by this and said nothing good would 
come of it. But when he had Seen per- 
suaded to sit for his portrait and the result 
was a true likeness the old man “ recog- 
nized the finger of heaven in this wonderful 
talent ’’.and Munkacsy was allowed to fol- 
low where it pointed. 

By patient industry and eager force he 
rapidly made up for the deficiencies of his 
early years, and in 1863 he wandered to 
Pesth afoot, making on the way strange 
acquaintances among gypsies, vagabonds, 
and strolling apprentices. In Pesth for a 
time he earned a scanty subsistence with 
portraits and small genre pieces. One of 
these was admftted to the Art Union ex- 
hibition and sold. The poor painter managed 
to save a little and started for Vienna to 
study under Rohl. But soon after his ar- 
rival Rohl died. Munkacsy did not have 
money enough to attend the academy, and 
4 failed to recognize any ‘talent in him. 

He struggled along for nine months in 
Vienna, then went to Munich, where he 


‘tried to enter the class of the great Piloty, 


but the class was full and he wae te

He had been in Dtisseldorf only a short 
time when an American millionaire from 
Philadelphia gave Munkacsy his first com- 
mission to paint a large picture. This was 
the ‘‘ Last Day of a Condemned Man,” a 
canvas fifty-two by seventy-two inches in 
size, representing a Hungarian custom 
which permitted a condemned criminal to 
take a last leave of his friends on the even- 
ing of his execution. In 1870. his friends 
prevailed upon the reluctant artist to send 
this to the Paris Salon. The day after 
the first private view of that exhibition M. 
Goupil, the foremost art dealer in the world, 
went post-haste from Paris to the Rhine to 
hail the rising star and:to offer in vain three 


ers as an artist he developed on acquaintance 
back with remarkable grace and daring, 


In hisart Munkacsy has been original from 
the beginning. His pebtiices are in a sense 
realistic. They are hardly didactic, yet near- 
ly all reveal a high moral aim. He is one of 
the greatest technicists of modern art, bu 
he is never satisfied with technique for its 
own sake. Heregardeit as only a beginning 
for the production of a picture. He is a 
splendid draftsman, but the world thinks of 
him first as a colorist. And, truly, he is 
among the greatest of the moderns in that 
phase of art. At times his color is worthy 
of Titian himseif. Among his peat bgt hg 
are: “The Village liero, Hungary,” 1875; 
“Interior of a Studio,” 1876; “ ‘Milton Dic- 
tating ‘ Paradise Lost’ to His Daughters,” 
1878, which is in the Lenox Library, New 
York City; “Christ Before Pilate,” 1882; 
** Christ on Calvary,” 18%4, this last in the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York. These 
two great religious paintings are not devo- 
tional pictures, but they are full of the re- 
Mgion of humanity. Each is a fine composi- 
tion in color, line, and mass, and each is free 
from any academical stiffness. Of the 
* Christ on Calvary,” One critic has said: 

** Munkacsy has done his best work here, 
and there is nothing to offend in it; no mere 
feminine refinement such as ré | gives 
us, no mere sickly sentimentalism of expres- 
sion. Certainly no nobler face was’ ever 
painted of the Christ than this.” 

Munkacsy has painted for all humanity 
and for all time It is a sad blow to the 
world that his powersare stilled. The paint- 
er left Paris for his native land last spring, 
with glowing plans for a renewed career as 
the greatest man in Hungary. Buda-Pesth 
was eager to do its share in realizing this 
vision. But soon as he entered Hungary 
Munkacsy’s “health failed. He was forced 
to go to Baden Baden for the summer, with- 
out receiving much benefit, and now the Hun- 
garian papers say he is worse, and probably 
will never paint again.

an abnormal fascination. They seem 

to offer a short road to success. Deep down 
in the average player’s mind there exists 
the feeling that tricks are the side door to 
victory. The main entrance is through the 
hard daily toil, the well-grounded, consistent 
policy, an@ the long weeks of daily drill. 
But the side door, although it offers a nar- 
row enrance, seems nevertheless to offer a 
quick one. Given a reasonable amount of 
proficiency in the fundamentals of the game 
and a strong defense, it often seems to the 
player as if one or two successful tricks 
would bridge the wide chasm which exists 
between the mediocre work of his team and 
the well drilled but familiar interference of 
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his opponents. 
. Spectator’s Misapprehension. 
With the public there is, perhaps, an even 
greater misapprehension in regard to tricks. 
The fickle public, with its constant tendency 
toward exaggeration, magnifies the im- 
portance of the successful trick and bestows 
upon tts author a degree of praise of which 
he is, in great part, unworthy. But the laws 
of compensation work here as elsewhere; 
to the same extent that its praise is exag- 
gerated is its blame magnified when the 
attack fails, or when, through its misuse, - 
the trick works disastrousiy too much 
b cannot then be heaped upon its au- 
thor. Im fact, the coach who supplies one 
of two startling tricks to a team stands a 
fair chance of confusion because of over- 
praise er overblame. 
This state of affairs is, perhaps, as clear 
evidence as is needed of the general mis- 
interpretation of the place and value of 
tricks. A trick is a good thing if it is rightly 
cénstructed and rightly used. In its very 
nature it presupposes that certain opponents 
shall be misled or shall follow their instinct 
as against their training. Therefore the 
ss of even the best trick is uncertain.

certain respects. It has “ off days,’’ when it 
plays poorly; it has men in important posi- 
tions who are exceptionally weak in cer- 
tain single features of play, betraying in 
these a weakness far below the average abil- 
ity of the team—a weakness which cannot be 
counted upon in other teams of relaiively 
equal strength. Furthermore, a trick, de- 
pending, as it-does, upon the misleading of 
an opponent, can only be correctly gauged 
as to its value by the average of its work- 
ings upon a number of occasions. It is 
planned in uncertainty and operated in un- 
certainty, and its value will be uncertain 
if judged by any single trial against a single 
team. Only by records, carefully kept and 
averaged, can its true merit be known, and 
such records should always be’ secured by 
the captain. 

It may be set down as a safe rule that the 
opinioti of no man, be he player or expert, 
is of great value in regard to the probable 
success of a trick before it is tried. In no 
single point in the whole gafhe of football 
does a man write himself-down a greater 
blunderet than in daring to predicate the 
success of a movement before it is tried upon

RELATIONSHIP OF THE POSITIONS. 


Theory of Line Defense Against the 
Opposing Team. 

If one could imagine that the arms of 
the players in the rush line were as long 
as their possible tackling distance, the 
theory of the rush line defense would 
be to have each man’s finger tips touch 
those of his neighbor, while the outer arms 
of the end rushers reached the touch line. 
Some teams of the past have been so nearly 
perfect in defensive play and tactics as to 
reach very close to this stage of the theoret- 
ical ideal. Beginning, then, at the outside,

But he can 
project himself with a plunge a long dis- 
tance on account of his size, and it is his 
duty to do just this in the case alluded to. 
He throws himself sidewise at the breach, 
which he is likely to see just as the man 
lunges: forwa at the opening.

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In proportion as there are a greater num- 
ber of movements from the same lineup, the 
trick, when it is played, will be all the 
stronger, and if it is possible in a series 
ef four or five plays, to have two or three 
tricks, the series will be, if properly used, 
one of the strongest weapons thal a team 
could employ. 

‘The question naturally arises, how much 
can be conceded to a weak play, in order to 
help out a strong trick play from the same 
lineup. As a general rule, the concéssion 
must be very slight. Unless every play 
of the series is reasonably strong the trick, 
although a good one, should. not be at- 
tempted. Each play of the series must 
have sufficient intrinsic worth to w nt 
the reasonable assurance that, agatnst 
strong opposition, the team can at least 
gain its distance in the trial. With this 
assured, the trick will be all the stronger 
when it is tried, for the very fact that the 
first effort resulted in the gain of the re- 
quired distance, will naturally compel the 
opponents to rush to its defense with even 
greater energy than before, and in propor- 
tion as they are instant on the efense, 
are they hurrying to their own undoing. 
Thus the strength of each play in a series 
is con us and increases the strength of 
every ot Play in a first trial. 

| Where Tricks Should Be Employed. 

The first and most important place where 
a, trick should be employed is in the last 
three minutes of a match, with a slightly 
adverse score. This is an emergency when 
eyerything may wisely be staked upon the 
issue of even the most hazardous trick; if 
it fails, the conditions are unchanged, and 
coer, ie- aod at deast achance.

The trick- used at such a time may be of 
a, different nature from that which would 
_be employed at an ordinary stage of the 
game. in other words, it may be one of a 
most us class of plays, such as a 
long double pass, or a difficult criss-cross, 
in which the effort itself is not only ex- 
tremely difficult, but in which there may be 
a. large risk of the loss of the ball. On 
the-other hand, such plays, if successful, 
are usually abnormally succeseful. It 
seems as if the very hazard of the under- 
taking brought with it an additional 
measure of reward, and a touchdown is 
often the result of the successful execu- 
tion of a play of this description.

fMherefore, take the opinion of no individ- 
ual, however expert he may be, or however 
good may be his judgment, as to the value 
of any trick play, until he has seen it tried 
against opponents who are not familiar with 
it. Remember that every play looks differ- 
ently on paper from what it does upoa the 
field, and when the basis of the play 18 the de- 
ception of the opponent, it is impossible to 
predict the result with any degree of ac- 
curacy. . 

How Tricks Should Be Used. 

The number of tricks which should be em- 
ployed by a team is an important matter. 
By this is meant not the number which 
should be tested or tried; but the number 
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into the line. 


which should be carried by the team into 
its final matches. This number must de- 
pend wholly upon’ the character of the 
team as a team. If it is composed of heavy 
men, good at sledgehammer ground gaining, 
but not light and shifty upon their feet, 
one or two tricks are all that can probably 
be used to advantage. If, on the other 
hand, the team is composed of exceptionally 
light men, quick on their feet, good dodgers, 
clever at picking their holes in the line, and 
ready in expedients, the number of tricks 
may be increased up to a limit of five or 
six, beyond which number it is very rarely 
wise to go. 

Let the tricks be selected with great care, 
and in estimating their value do not for- 
get that a less showy trick, if.placed in a 
strong series of four plays, is worth as 
much as a more brilliant trick yed with 
only one other play in the complement. 

Test every trick before it is used and test 
it against different elevens. If this is im- 
possible endeavor to arrange for the change 
of the immediate defenders in your oppos- 
ing team and substitute in their positions 
green men who do not know the play.

Here again 
the addition of the rush line back has made 
it possible, by the style of team play spoken 
of in the chapter on that branch, for the end 
to go in and help the tackle under certain 
circumstances. 
Triangular Relation. 

The relation is almost a triangular one of 
tackle, rush line back, and end, and any 
two of them may, at a pinch, “* goin,”’ but 
never should three goin. Suppose the play 
is directed exactly at the tackle. Some rush 
line backs play on the line with the tackle. 
In that case the tackle or line back goes 
through, according as one or the other has 
the better opportunity. Whichever it Is, he 
meets the interferemce and endeavors to 
break it up, while his partner comes on be- 
hind and takes the second turn at it, the 
end, meantime, covering the outside, pt 
coming in as far as he can with safety, so 
that, if the interference actually engages the

ter. The principle, as will be seen in the 
chapter upon team play, is that of always 
getting some one man through on every 
play. It is not always that the man is 
the quarter. The guard and center may 
open up for him. But the two guards may 
also, on occasion, open up for the center to 
go through, or the center, quarter, and one 
guard may make it so lively that there is an 
open space for the other guard to get 
through. AlN this can be planned and be in 
the hands of some.one man of the four, who, 
as they are lining up, gives the signal, in- 
dicating which method is to be used. Still, 
again, it is sometimes played by the center 
trio *‘ stretching” the opposing line out as 
far as they can. Here the tackles also as- 
sist, and the quarter mayieven come up into 
the line itself. This is not a safe method 
to be played too often, but is a very discon- 
certing one to the opponents when used 
judiciously. 


Relations on Kicks. 


This covers practically all the relations 
between the linesmen and their attendant 
backs on defense. In cases of kicks by the 
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two, tackle and half back, the end may take 
the runner as he comes free. . 


Safe Stop for End Run. 

Suppose, now, the run comes for the end. 
The inside man of the three is likely to be 
blocked, or so tangled up in the interference 
that getting through in time to be in front of 
the runner is practically impossible. Hence 
he can then be regarded as the safest man to 
help out ‘the end by immediately going out, 
and as he goes out.the end can come in, and 
with the tackle for the second man, whether

But the tackle has, like the end, some 
other good friends, who are ever ready to 
back him up, so that he need never fee! alone 
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No. 1. This is the first of a series of two plays, In each of which the lineup ifs for a kick, while the play terminates in a run. 
In the first movement, as shown above, the full back has dropped back for a kick, but the ball is passed to the left half back, 
and, aided by strong interference, he carries it through the hole between right tackle and end. The dispositions are as follows: 
Right half back and full back take opposing end. Right tackle. blocks hisown maninward. Right end goes through immediate- 
ly, and engages opposing half back. Left guard, left tackle, and quarter back form an interference for the runner as he circles 
Left end goes sharply through to assist runner as he emerges. 
This movement should be tried once or twice before disclosing the nature of the second attack contained in diagram 48, 
No. 2. As soon as the opponents have become a little familiar with the movementin the preceding diagram, this criss-cross 
form of attack should be tried. The lineup is the same, and the ball, as before, is passed to the left half back, who, as he rushes 
forward into the line, repasses it to the right end. Left end and left tackle box the opposing tackle.

O, no, my child; God will givé 
you your reward; you must not take ‘anything from 
me.’ And Katy had to be content with the draft 
on heaven.

Some idea of the size of the whole building 
may be gained from the fact that all its

Corn Shows Independent Strength. 


Coarse grain markets showed considerable 
independence of wheat. They held up stub- 
bornly. December corn teuched 24c early, 
advanced to 24%c, and refused to decline be- 
low 24#%c, even with wheat shooting down 
the toboggan. The close at the latter. figure 
bid showed a net loss of only %c. May got 
to 27%@i27%c, rose to 28i4c, and stuck stub- 
bornly at 28!¢@28\4c, closing at 28'4c, a net 
decline of barely %4@%c: Liverpool spot 
corn was %d higher, and talk of corn being 
taken for export here frightened the bear 
side in the pit. Commission houses had quite 
liberal buying orders. Speculative offerings 
were small compared with the demand, and 
few outside of the scalping talent seemed 
inclined to sell. The amount sold for export 
was placed at 250,000 bu, of which Harper 
worked 140,000 bu. Lake freight room was 
taken for 500,000 bu, making over 2,000,000 
bu chartered within three days. There was 
also*a good demand for round lots to go to 
interior points. Receipts were still heavy at 
986 cars, with 1,000 cars expected on Mon- 
day.

ALL SECURITIES SHOW STRENGTH. 


Unfavorable Bank Statement Fails to 
Affect New York or Chicago Markets. 


StocK quotations do not seem to respond to un- 
favorable conditions or reports as they do in nor- 
mal times. In New York stocks and in local secur- 
ities there is strength which even an unfavorable 
bank statement will not affect. The stock mark- 
et in New York yesterday was strong. Advances 
were shown in a number of securities, and there 
was no decline shown when a bank statement, 
which was the most unfavorable in some weeks, 
was sent out. Local stocks were in accordance 
with New York stocks. There seemed to be an 
increased demand for all sorts of local securities, 
and prices of all were firm and some showed ad- 
vances. 

Yesterday's New York bank statement was a 
disappointment. For the last three weeks good 
statements have been sent out, showing increases 
in deposits and in loans. Yesterday's statement 
Was expected to be in line with those of previous 
weeks, and it failed to verify the good expectations 
which were held. A decrease in loans is shown 
amounting to $6,019,800, as compared with in- 
creases in preceding statements running from 
$1, , to $5,000,000. posits, acording to the 
statement of two weeks ago, showed an increase 
of $5,000,000, and the statement of.Jast wek, while 
not so good, was still encouraging. According to 
the bank statement of yesterday the deposits of 
the associated banks in New York showed a fall- 
ing off of $5,212,400 The following are the 
changes from the preceding week:

Back in 1877 a few officials.of the Western 
Union organized the American Speaking 
Telephone company as an offshoot of the 
Gold and Stock Telegraph company, one of 
the subordinate companies of the Western 
Union. The purpose of the company was to 
take over the Edison telephone patents and 
operate the telephone throughout the coun- 
try. The Western Union perceived in it a 
possible rival and accordingly proceeded to 
get the company under its wing. 

It purchased sdéme of the stock of the 
American Speaking Telephone company and 
gained control of the rest by guaranteeing 
a dividend, and began without delay the 
establishment of telephone exchanges in the 
towns and cities of the Northern States. 

Exactly what all the terms of the lengthy 
instrument are is not known to the general 
electrical world. The most important, how- 
ever, provided that the Western Union should 
withdraw from the telephone business for 
the term of seventeen years; that the Ameri- 
can Speaking Telephone company’should go 
out of existence; that the Bell company 
should have the telephone field, should carry 
on no telegraph business for the public, and 
should pav the Western Union certain roy- 
alties for the use of instruments and per- 
centages as compensation for its abandon- 
ing its telephone service. 

The whole percentage the latter com- 
pany was to receive has been variously 
stated, but it is said to equal one-third of the 
bell company’s profits. 

Payments under one particular clause of 
the general compensation covenant are said 
to have aggregated to the present upwards 
of $5,000,000 

Soon the two telephone companies were en- 
gaged in a war. The Western Union was able 
to turn out instruments muth faster than the 
Bell could procure them. Nevertheless the 
latter was extraordinarily active. 

In time both sides began to see the ulti-* 
mate result of the war must be the destruc- 
tion of the investment of one, and efforts 
were begun to patch up a peace.

HOW THE ELEPHANTS TAKE DINNER. 


Doings at the Coliseum When the 
Pachyderms of the Barnum-Bai- 
ley Circus Are Being Fed. 


“The elephant,” said Clarence Dean, 
while watching Mr. Bailey’s mammoth pets 
at the Coliseum, “is interesting because it 
is the only living representative of the pro- 
boscidian pachyderms.”’ 

That may be a point of natural history in- 
téresting to the learned, but the crowds who 
watched the elephants were much more in- 
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curely bolted. The deck-houses and interior 
finishings were made of mahogany and were 
polished like pieces of fine furniture. 

The bulkheads, or partitions, the after 
cabins, and state rooms, the cabinets, desks, 
lockers, lavatories, and a multitude of small- 
er fittings were then placed in their proper 
positions. 

At the same time, the outside of the yacht 
was being painted, the bottom finished ir 
copper paint to prevent the vessel from rust- 
ing and to stop the of moss. The 
propeller and rudder being placed in posi- 
tion, the yacht was ready for launching. 

Tie ceremony for launching, of course, in- 
cluded the usual array of interested spécta- 
tors. The young woman broke the decorated 
bottle of champagne over the stem of the 
vessel as it glided into the water. A lunch 
followed, during which every one drank to 
each other’s health, The mastg were then 
stepped, the ng set up, sails bent, and 
after a general overhauling, the yacht was 
ready for its trial trip. 


Pathfinder Is a Success. 

The Pathfinder has shown that it will do 
everything that its designer, Theodore 8S. 
Poekel, claimed forit. Before the yacht was 
launched it was painted white down to the 
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MIDSHIP SECTION OF PATHFINDER. 


designed water-line, and below that copper 
paint was used. When it was in the water, 
and stores and coal on board, it floated at 
exactly the water-line the designer - had 
drawn, thus proving his calculations correct. 


Principle of Triple Expansion. 

The principle on which the triple expan-~ 
sion engine and condenser, such as furnish 
the power for the Pathfinder, worn is as 
follows: The steam enters the high pressure | 
cylinder at a pressure of 250 pounds to the 
square inch. After it has moved the first 
piston the valves admit it to the second 
cylinder, where it expands still more and 
moves the second piston. The low pressure 
is divided in two cylinders in order to bal- 
ance the engine more perfectly. From the 
low pressure cylindér the steam passes 
through large copper pipes to the condenser. 
When there it comes in contact with a great 
number of small brass tubes, through which 
a powerful pump is forcing cold water. This 
cools the steam so that it turns into water. 
The water it forms is then pumped intoa hot 
well or. tank, from which it goes into the 
boiler, to be used over and over again. 

When the steam leaves the low pressure 
cylinder and enters the condenser it takes 
1,500 cubic inches of steam to condense into 
one cubic inch of water. An air pump is 
constantly at work taking this small amount 
of water out of the condenser, thus helping 
to create a vacuum. The rarefaction ma- 
terially helps the efficiency of the low pres- 
sure cylinder. 

The engine of the Pathfinder is of the type 
known as the triple expansion, with four 
cylinders, It makes 300 revolutions a min- 
ute when running, but the entire engine, 
shaft, and cranks are so evenly and well

distributed as to weight that no motion is 
felt on the deck ever at full speed. There is 
a special condenser, an air pump, automatic 
oiling devices, and every modern feature in 
the way of accessories. 

The boiler is also of the most approved and 
latest type. -It is of the tubular type and 
occupies a floor space of ten feet square. 
Owing to its modern construction it is prac- 
tically non-explosive, since if a tube bursts 
amage done in such an event will be

The subsequent performances of the yacht 
have more than satisfied Mr. Morgan. On 
a recent trip from Holland, Mich., the Path- 
finder, carrying several members of the 
Holland Society and their guests, made the 
return trip averaging « eighteen miles an 
hour for the entire distance.

THEIR TASTE FOR BOOKS. | 


QUEER NOTIONS WHICH ARE NOW 
RULING CHICAGO READERS, 


Most Cosmopolitan Beok Market in the 
World—Literatyre Graded Accora- 
ing to Its Pepularity—Workingmen 
Are Large Buyers of Scientific 
Works—Metaphysics and the Occult 
Now Popular—No Rule Governs the 
Buyers. 


(¢ HAT do Chicago people read and 
who reads it?” was asked of a 

Chicago ‘bookseller recently, and 

he answered it immediately and 


comprehensively. 

“ Everything,” he said, thoughtfully, “ and 
everybody.”’. But these statements he after-. 
wards elaborated and gave some interesting 
facts concerning the present trade tn books 


in Chicago. 
Chicago is the most cosmopolitan book 
market in the world the booksellers agree, 
All sorts and conditions of men and books 
come together in its stores, and every known 
kind of literature in every known language, 
living or dead, is likely to find a good sale in 
Chicago. Certain classes of books are read 
more widely than others, of course, but it is 
the unexpected that.occurs in this direction, 
Novels and works of fiction slightly head the 
list... Scientific periodicals and quasi-profes- 
sional books come next in point of numbers, 
and humorous literature claims third place 
easily. Strange to say, it is the men in work- 
ing clothes, the mechanics and tradesmen, 
who buy the scientific books; the comic pub- 
lications are purchased largely by profes- 
sional men. Novels are real by everybody. 
from the minister to the undertaker, and 
women buy many more of them than men. 
After the three classes of matter 
mentioned comes the better class of period- 
icals. These are read much more ‘than the 
cheaper magazines, cording to the deal- 
ers, and they are read more steadily. The 
sale of the three leading monthiies varies 
but little from month to month, dealers say, 
and the same people buy them regularly. 
With the smaller monthlies and weeklies it 
is different. It iscomparatively rare for any 
person to buy them regularly. Frequently a 
man or woman. will buy the whole lot of 


small publications one month and never ask 


for one of them again. For any one to buy a 
single magazine or paper is exceedingly rare. 
A sort of attraction seems to compel the buy- 
er of one to purchase a number at a time. 


Sale of Trade Papers. 


Trade or professional papers come fifth in 
the list. A great number of these are sold 
every month in Chicago. A few of the best- 
known publications of this kind have a steady 
sale, but the rest are bought by casual cus- 
tomers. A mechanic or tradesman generally 
looks over the counter carefully before pur- 
chasing, and he rarely buys the same 
zine twice. He cannot have all at once, but 
he can havé allin succession. The music and 
art journals, especially those which are more 
practical than theoretical, are also bought 
largely by the men of hand rather than brain 
work. Fashion magazines, although sure of 
a steady sale, are by no means conspicuous- 
ly popular. Men buy them as largely as 
women, however, and their sale is increas- 


ing. 

Philosophy, history, and metaphysics are 
the most popular subjects of reading in Chi- 
cago just at present. Anything that leans 
towards these three branches is sure to sell 
rapidly. The word “ magic” is really mag- 
ical in ite effects, and the term “ occult ” 
possesses nearly an equal tency. The 
wave of interest in spirit and psychic 
matters which has spread all over the world 
of late is accountable for this in the opinion 
of the hooksellers, Religious books always 
sell steadily, and so do the ancient philoso- 
phers. Marcus Aurelius, Antonious, Epic- 
tetus, and writers of this kind sell as readily 
in hard times as good ones and are disposed 
of just as easily at 50 cents as at 19. The 
same is true of Emerson and Ruskin, 


Odd Turns in Sales. 


Nor are.the philosophers alone in this mat- 
ter of quiet but profitable sales, say the 
dealers. Many an author grows comfortably 
rich from the profits of a book which never 
attains anything like prominence, There are 
several writers whose works sel steadily 
and satisfactorily in Chicago whose names 
are hardly known to the ordinary public. 
But still, for some unexplainable reason, 
their bocks are always in demand, and never 
remain long on. the shop shelves. In the 
same way a book which is published in Chi- 
cago is likely to have a good local sale, while 
quite unknown in other cities. But the re- 
verse is. not always true. Occasionally 
books published and lost sight of in other 


towns sell well in Chicago, and this is ya 
4 


the United States, 

Sometimes a book will have a run which is 
as mysterious as it is strong. A novel will 
remain on the shelves uncalled for for 
months at a time. Suddenly a copy will be 
sold, then another, and another, until the 
whole edition is exhausted. This is happen- 
ing right now in Chicago with a book which 
refused to sell despite of plentiful and ju- 
dicious advertising and clever handling at 
the time of its publication. For six months 
it was a’dead failure. Then, about a month 
ago, it began to be called for. Since then 600 
copies have been sold, and a new edition is in 
course of preparation. This sort of thing is 
also true in regard to books which have been 
Their sale will decrease, stop en- 
tirely, and their place be taken by a newer 
book. Then the after-tide comes on, and the 
first will sell better than ever. The reason 
of these ebbs and eddies is a mystery to the 
dealers, Any book may be sold by judicious 
handling and advertising, they say, but why 
some books sell so erratically and irregu- 
larly is beyond them. ' 

All Suffer from Whimms. 


And there is no class of books nor no 
author exempt from these chances. Two 0 
the most noted writers of the moment, Bar- 
rfs and Watson, have only a small sale in 
Chicago at present, notwithstanding the 
presence of the two men in the country.

Many books, especially works of fiction, 
sell upon the name of the writer or the 
publisher; others, again, are helped by a 
catching title or an attractive cover. But 
the mysterious element is strong in the 
book-selling business and the dealers say 
that some succeed and others fail for rea- 
sons which no one knows. The fad of the 
moment has much to do with this side of 
the suBject. The book which deals with 
things uppermost in the public mind is 
reasonably sure of a certain vogue.

The wave of indignation which swept over 
the United States when it was learned that 
the flag of the Nation had been publicly in- 
sulted by a reckless mob on the streets of 
Barcelona, Spain, was a typical demonstra- 
tion of the jealous regard in which the na- 
tional emblem is held by the public at all 
times, In nearly every newspaper through- 
out the country the most lively war talk was 
indulged in, and an antipathy to the Spanish 
people was inspired by the incident, trivial 
intitself, which it wfll require many years 
to eradicate. The act itself was also a dem- 
onstration of the synonymy between a na- 
tion and ifs fag. The Spaniards who had 
been aroused to anger by the widespread 
sympathy in the United States for the op- 
pressed patriots in Cuba realized that the 
most acute outrage it was in their power to 
perpetrate at long range against the Amer- 
icans would be to insult the Stars and 
Stripes.

It is not generally known that the tassels 
which are pendent customarily from the 
upper part of banners and standards and the 
fringe which surrounds them are relics of 
the, practice of observing sacred emblems. 
Th@y originated in pagan devices and the 
garments of priests, and were consecrated 
to gpécific forms of worship. Sacred 
tory fs full of instances of the cons 
of tassels and peculiar fringes to special 
sacerdotal uses. Blue was early the emblem 
of purity and innocence, and that fact ac- 
counts for the predominance of that color 
in the ecclesiastical badges of these early 
times. When the use of the tassels passed 
into profane customs they were used as 
ornaments for national standards and for 
royal girdles, and it was not infrequent that 
they were first blessed by the priests. It 
has followed naturally that this use has 


continued up to the present time, although 


now it is retained probably because of the 
artistic effect of the swinging pendants.

The formal transfer of Russian America 
to the United States Nov. 8, 1867, was ar 
event of marked historical significance. 
Americans, Russians, Creoles, and Indians 
comprised the company assembled to witness 
the brief ceremonies. The chief event, the 
change of flags in front of the Governor's 
residence, occurred in the middle of the 
afternoon.

The recent popularity of the “‘ Midway ”’ 
suggests the first effort of the United States 
to acquire territory inthe Pacific. Thestory 
is told by Rear Admiral Preble. In 1868 the 
United States took possession of two unin- 
habited islands in the Pacific Ocean about 
half way between the Sandwich Islands and 
Japan. They were named the “Midway 
Islands” and at the first landing of Capt. 
William Reynolds, commanding the United 
States steamer Lackawanna, the Stars and 


Stripes were raised on the highest point of 
the islands. The United States enjoyed the 
possession of these islands for about two 
years, spent about $200,000 In an attempt to 
construct a satisfactory harbor for a coal- 
ing station, and then abandoned the enter- 
prise because the natural obstacles to suc- 
cess were too serious to warrant the neces- 
sary expenditure. The Stars and Stripes 
were accordingly hauled down and the “* Mid- 
way Islands ’’ lapsed back into their original 
nothingness.

There 
are a few States in which this special flag 
is covered with particular devices chosen by 
the caprice of the donor or the officials by 
whom the flag was authorized, but in all 
those cases the State arms frm a part of 
the emblazonment. There is a general feel- 
ing, however, that these special State flags 


should have no legal recognition and that 
the only flag to be thus recognized should be 
the Stars and Stripes.

How the Rank of the Various Naval Chief Officers Is Desig- 


nated by Symbol. 


HE distinguishing flags of the navy are 
as numerous as there are grades of 
officers, but the Union Jack is recog- 
nized as the type of all. The Jack is 

rectangular in form and is composed of a 
blue field and stars corresponding to the 
number of States. It is areproduction of the 
Union in the national emblem. It was for- 
merly associated with the President alone, 
and hence, by induction, was regarded as 
the national emblem on the seas. But since 
1876 the Jack has been the distinguishing 
flag of the Secretary of the Navy, although 
it has lost none of its popular significance 
as a special symbol of the navy. In all the 
other naval flags used to designate the pres- 
ence on a ship of an Admiral, Vice-Admiral, 
Rear-Admiral, or Commodore the general 
idea of the Union Jack, a blue field and stars, 
is retained. In the flag of the Admiral there 
are four white stars with five points each 
and arranged in diamond shape on a field of 
blue. As the official grade descends through 
Vice-Admiral and Rear-Admiral to Commo- 
dore one star is dropped in each case. In the 

Commodore's flag, however, there is another 
marked change, the becoming a 
swaliow-tailed, broad pennant. The Union 
Jack or some one of its various modifications 
has been identified with most of.th¢@ im-. 
portant achievements #n. the history.of the 
American navy: It has accompanied the 
national emblem fhrough the vicissitudes 
of wars and has penetrated to the remotest 
oonfines of the earth. It typifies peculiarly 

the Union of States and commands the love 

of its subjects and the respect of the world.

Probably the most novel celebration dis- 

tinguished by the American flag was that 

of July 4, 1880, at North Cape, Norway, 

71%° north latitude. It is described by 

Rear Admiral George Henry Preble in his 

comprehensive work on the “Origin and Prog- 
ress of the Flag of the United States.”’ A 
party of Americans happened to arrive at 
this point by steamer at 11 o’clock p. m, 
July 3 of that year. At one minute after 
midnight guns were fired and the whistle 
of the engine responded to the number of 
stars on the American flag and cheers were 
given to usher in the national holiday.

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W. D. Boyce Adds Another Element to Political Argument by the Use of Stereopticon Views.- 


| EVER in the history of elections has 
N there been a time wen, pictures 
played’ so great a part in a political 
campaign as at present., The car- 

toon has long been a power in its place, but

a certain extent a new role for the cartoon; 
for though both have previously taken 
part in certain political gymnastics, the 
manner of their use differs from all that has 
gone befote. Fer the first time the pictures 
thrown by the stereopticon have been made 
subservient to the address of the speaker, 
not, as has formerly been the case, the ad- 
dress descriptive of the pictures. 

The scheme of the system ts a simple one. 
Unlike the Stoddard and all other stereop- 
ticon lectures which have gone before, Mr. 
Boyce'’s address. contains no reference to 
the picture thrown upom the screen. He 
has reversed the accepted method, and in- 
stead of describing and explaining the 
pictures he makes the pictures illustrate his 
words. 

It is a new lead, and its conception was due 
to Mr. Boyce’s belief in the power of illus- 
tration. The idea first occurred to him 
during his candidacy for the Congressional 
nomination, and has been worked out since 
in the system of illustrated speeches, fast 
becoming familiar. It was born, so he says, 
of a distrust of his powers of holding the at- 
tention of an audience. 


Why the Scheme Was Adopted. 

“TIT am not good at giving an address,” 
said Mr. Boyce, “ being a business-man 
rather than an adept in the gentle art of 
making speeches, and I was anxious to 
find some way of making my words mone 
forcible. In my opinion there is a great. 
future for illustration. .The briefer the 
form in. which you put an.idea into a man’s 
head the more strongly it. impresses him, 
and a picturé can be read ata glance. Ad- 
vertising men found it out first and the news- 
papers followed them. I believe that the 
time is not far distant when hewespapers 
will be almost all pictures, accompanied by 
a short statement of such facts as the pic- 
tures cannot show. 

“There is nothing people feel such. an 
interest in as politics, and there is noth- 
ing which they fi harder to understand. 
So I decided that pictures lustrating my 
statements would the best of all aids

as the “object lessons” of the schools, 
wherein a child is shown the picture of a 
horse at the same time the animal is de- 
scribed with a view that such unhappy 
cefinitions as ‘‘a square thing with a leg 
at ‘each corner’’ may subsequently be 
avoided. That the reasoning is right Mr. 
Boyce feels no doubt, for the innovation 
has been attended mi be success, and except 
in details. has requited no modification. 

A month ago he made his first address 
with some trepidation, for it was his first 
real attempt at public speaking. In the 
thirty nights since that time he has spoken 
forty-one times, and; has-visited Michigan 
and Ohio, besides carrying on what he re- 
gards as his more regular work in Chicago. 
Everywhere the picturés have “ captured ”’ 
the audience, so thoroughiy sometimes as 
to interfere with the course of the address. 


Numbers of times it ‘has been found neces- 


sary to hold back. an especially striking 
cartoon for fear the enthusiasm of the spec- 
tators would interrupt’ or break off pro- 
ceedings entirely. Even more often it has 
been needful to hurry some picture off the 
screen to avoid the storm of wrath which it 
called forth, for the sharp portrayal of the 
effect of a wrong principle always excites 
. correspondingly sharp expression of opin- 
on. 
Object to Free Trade. 


One night the display of a cartoon showing 
the action of free trade raised such a com- 
motion, attended. by shouts’ of “ Take it 
away,”’ ‘‘ We don’t want free trade,” and the 
like, that the course of operations was 
broken off. The offending picture was taken 
from the screen and quiet followed, but’ as 
often as the attempt was made to bring it 
back a stoppage of proceedings followed. 
Mr. Boyce was at last obliged to request the 
audience as a favor to allow the picture to 
remain until. the portion of the address 
which it illustrated had been passed. 

Colored, pictures have proved the most 
“ taking.”” Black and white bring out the 
cofitrasts not half so well. A picture in 
black and white,. received one night with 
moderate. enthusiasm, and touched up the 
night following with a single color is mgt 
with twice as much applause. The applause 
seems to increase directly as the number of 
colors. The only things in black and white 
which have been received with a great 
amount of enthusiasm are some slides re- 
cently introduced, showing large white fic- 
ures on a black: ground the increase in the 
national debt, the loss which has taken place 
in conducting the government, and the de- 
crease Of wealth per capita under the Demo- 
cratic administration. These have been 
everywhere greeted by cheers and hand 
clapping. ’ 


Excites and Holds Interest. 


As a means of exciting and holding inter- 
est the pictures have proved an immense 
success. _ Without interfering in any way 
with the attention.of the audience to the 
words of the speaker they have introduced 
a new pdtnt for the attention to center.

significance. Indeed, in making clear the 
whole. significance of a statement or ques- 
tion Mr. Boyce has found the pictures to 
answer all that was expected of them. That 
they “fill the bill ’’ from the point of view 
of the audience he considers proved by the 
fact that nowhere that the has made an ad- 
Cress has the hall béen large erough to ac- 
commodate those who came. More than 
this, invitations to speak which he has re- 
ceived from Minnesota, Dakota, Wisconsin, 
Mississippi, Kansas, Indiana, and Pennsyl- 
vania, but has been unable to accept, he be- 
lieves fair evidence that the illustrated po- 
litical speech is an improvement on the ad- 
dress of the old kind. 

That he has not taken advantage of more 
of the invitations extended him, he says, is 
due to the fact that he himself defrays the 
expense attendant upon the work, and long 
expeditions cost too much, The expenses 
of the six peaple necessary for carrying out 
the program of pictures and address, while 
not great so long as Chicago is the seat of 
operations, on longer trips amounts to con- 
siderable. He now has nearly 200 slides 
bearing on the political situation, some sixty 
to eighty of which he uses nightly, and 
these with the stereopticon make a consider. 
able traveling outfit. 


Portraits and Cartoens, 


The pictures by which the acdress is il- 
lustrated are of two sorts—portraits of the 
candidates, State, county, Congressional, 
and National, and cartoons drawing in- 
spiration from various phases of the political 
contest. Whether the portraits or the car- 
toons arouse the most enthusiasm is a qués- 
tion. Undoubtedly the cartoons are the 
more interesting, because the campaign has 
made the faces of the candidates more than 
fdmiliar, but the applause which greets 
the portraits is fully as great, in some in- 
stanceseven greater. Maj.McKinley’s picture 
is always hailed with an outburst of cheers 


‘and hand-clapping, and the portrait of the 


Republican candidate for Governor receives 
fully as much. Indeed, at times, perhaps 
because of the point in.the address at which 
itis presented, Mr. Tanner’s picture has the 
advantage. It follows the portrait of John 
A. Logan, thrown on the screen at the close 
ofthe song “ Illinois,”’ with which the pro- 
ceedings are begun, and is prefaced by the 
story of Logan’s prophecy to President 
Arthur that one day Tanner would be Gov- 
ernor of this State. 

The cartoons finish what Mr. Boyce calls 
the *‘ most easily understood of arguments,”’ 
for théy,. fall into pairs, showing both sides 
of the question, as the address contrasts 
conditions and consequences under the work- 
ings of various principles. They are divided 
naturally, though not separated In the ad- 
dress, into a preeentation of the effect of 
protection and free trade, the money ques- 
tion, and the attack of the Popocratic plat- 
Many of them 
are sharp and striking and have been found 
to have the true characteristic of a good 
cartoon, the power to “hit a man between 
the eyes and make bim think.”

Mr. Bryan on the Screen. 


The Hon. William J. Bryan is prominent 
in numerous instances. He is represented 
in his endeavor to split the dollar of the 
United States in half, that he may have 
two dollars instead 6f one. He is shown in 
the act of preparation to cut down a pole 
labeled ‘‘ Supreme Court,” which supports 
the American flag. He is also depicted tn 
the character of that unprincipled indi- 
vidual in the nursery books, the piper’s son, 
who embezzled two pigs and decamped with 
them, the pigs in this instance bearing a 
striking resemblance to the two candidates 
for Vice-President with whom Mr. Bryan 
is connected. 

The anarchistic agitator is pictured mak- 
ing frenzied remarks behind closed doors, 
while a brief *“‘sum” on a blackboard be- 
hind him displays the things which go to 


‘make up a Populist, these elements being 
envy, 


spite, hatred, jealousy, and distrust 
The birth of the Popocrat is also shown in 
two pictures, one of which displays the 
farmer and the mechanic, with a fair pro- 
portion of the good things of life, but op- 
pressed by a fear that they are not getting 
their share, while on aslight elevation in the 
background the Popocrat, with its ass’ head 
and goose’s body, is hatched out: the othet 
depicting the same farmer and the same me- 
chanic reduced to a condition of decided 
financial! stringency, with nothing to eat, and 
an inadequate supply of.clothes, watching 
the ravages of the Popecrat, grown too 
strong to be restrained. They are“ before ”’ 
and ‘‘after’’ pictures. 


New Cartoons Are Strong. 


But the strongest of the cartoons are found 
among those but lately introduced. The en- 
thustasm with which they have been re- 
ceived shows how close they touch the con- 
dition of affairs. 

Perhaps the best of the lot, judging from 
the effect on the audiences, represent the 
reason for the decline in the price of silver 
since the time when the ratio of 16 to 1 gave 
the true relation of its value to that of gold. 
The representation is given by two pictures. 
The first shows the early way of mining~— 
ragged Mexicans digging the ore and carry- 
ing it on their backs to the rude reducing 
works. The second shows the silver mine of 
today, ‘with hydraulic drills, steam hoists, 
and all the other machinery which has 
helped to reduce the cost of mining the white 
metal. 

Another of the new pictures whieh has 
been well received gives a view of a stretch 
of harbor filled with foreign vessels unload- 
ing their cargoes on the docks after the pas- 
sage of the Wilson bill, and destroying the 
American market for labor by the introduc- 
tion of foreign manufactures. 
with this is displayed the picture of the 
competitors with whom the farmer has been 
brought in contact by the destruction of the 
home market—the serf of Russia and the 
native laborer of India.

Julia Felsenthal, Mrs. Max Leopold, Mrs.

There are three important standing com- 
mittees, one on religion, one on religious 
school work, and one on philanthropy. All 
of these committees have made extensive 
reports and. recommendations of great im- 
portance, which have been published and 
oe to the membership of the coun- 
cil,

York, lasting from Nov. 15 to Nov. 22. e 
meeting will take place in Tuxedo Hall.

Besides these 
there will be a great attendance of the 
members of the council from all over the 
United States. 


FIRST DYNAMITE GUN USED IN WAR. 


Gen. "Maceo Tries a Field Piece of 
American . Make on Spanish 
Troops with Telling Effect. 


For the first time in.all history a dynamite 
field piece has been used in warfare. In the 
battles of Ceja del Negro and Guamo Mount- 
ain, Oct. 8 and 4, Antonio Maceo, the Cuban 
insurgent leader, made use with telling ef- 
fect of a dynamite gun manufactured in the 
United States. 

The new weapon wrought havoc in the 
Spanish lines. It made gaps in the Spanish 
squares and reduced to ruin the sections of 
breastworks against which it was turned. 
It was one of the most important factors in 
winning the insurgent victory. Even the 
Spanish papers admit its effectiveness upon 
the troops. 

There are two of the new guns now in the 
island, one with Maceo at Pinar del Rio, the 
other with Gen. Calixto Garcia in the Ori- 
enté, but as yet only one of them has come 
into action. Both guns are of American 
make and of the Simms-Dudley pattern. 
The gun used by Maceo left Jacksonville on 
the Three Friends Sept. 4, and reached the 
island Sept. 9. 

The gun and carriage together weigh little 
over 2,000 pounds, and the ease with which it 
can be moved about-is one of its chief ad- 
vantages. The gun consists of three tubes, 


set side by side, the middle or main barre! 
being sixteen feet long and the side tubes

four feet shorter. The projecting force is 
compressed air. At the extremity of one of 
the side tubes there is a breech mechanism 


‘where a cartridge of smokeless powder is- 


exploded, forcing the air in the tube through 
a connection into the tube on the other side, 
end from that to the middle barrel, where it 
discharges the projectile. 

The projectile looks like a long arrow with 
an elongated head. It weighs thirty-three 
pounds, thirteen pounds of this being the 
charge of explosive. It is equipped with time 
fuses, and will burrow into the ground eight 
feet before exploding. Fifteen ounces of 
high-grade smokeless powder will throw the 
shell one and a: half miles. 

The discharge of the gun is unaccom- 
panied by the usual cannon roar. Instead 


there is a sharp crash like the sound of a | 


breaking stick. Whatever flame and smoke 
attend the explosion dare consumed in the 
first tube, and at night the gun can be lo- 
cated only by the noise. 

In this is found one of its most valuable 
features, useful in day as well as night, as 
it makes concealment easy. In the battles 
in which the gun received its baptism the 
Spanish tried again and again to capture it, 
but without avail. As soon as its position 
had become known to the enemy it was 
moved, and the Spanish troops, on attacking 
the line at that point, found no gun there. 
Its lightness made rapid transfer easy.

OF SUFFERERS “BY THE LOT.” 


Queer Gotham Concern Which Trafiics 
in Names and Addresses of Unfortu- 
mates for Advertising Purposes— 
Amusing Scale of Prices Paid for 
Information Concerning Various 
Afflictions—Not a Financial Sinecure 
for Its “ Reporters.” . 


EW YORK, Oct. 16.—({Special.]}—Do 
you know the addresses of a hundred 
people who have fits or consump- 
tion? Can you count among your 

acquaintances a hundred who stammer or 
suffer from cancer? If you, do there is a 
man in New York who says he will pay for 
them at the rate of $1.50 a hundred. Bald 
heads are not so valuable in the commercial 
world evidently, for 30 cents a hundred is the 
present quotation on addresses of persons 
who might respond favorably to suggestions 
of hair restorers, while for the names of red- 
headed women 50 cents a hundred jsfreely 


offered. |

the following advertisement, which recently 
appeared in THz CHICAGO TRIBUNE:

The prospect of liberal pay for leisure 
and inexperienced time was alluring to one 
New-Yorker. He found while experience 
might not be necessary an advance payment 
of $2.50 was required from every reporter 
anxious to .secure liberal payment. This 
is for stationery, for an evidence of good 
faith, or for the profit of the ‘clipping 
bureau.”’ Most schemes of the kind requir- 
ing such advance payments have been rank 
frauds—but the “ clipping bureau claims 
to be a “ legitimate enterprise. Frank Car- 
ter, who wears the title of general manager 
of the bureau’s headquarters, No. 114 West 
Thirty-fourth street, explained the adver- 
tisement glibly: 

Makes Business of Clippings. 

“WwW ake a business of collecting news- 
ssiaass aimembaate concerning people b ser a 
fer from various diseases or who, from a r 
occupations or circumstances, would be vee 
ly purchasers of patent medicines or 0 ;

Ke a People who have their facial blem- 
ishes written up in the papers are worth 
$2.50 to the clipping bureau, whereas the 
postoffice addresses of facial blemishes are 
worth only 30 cents a hundred. Addresses 
of opium and morphine users are quoted 
at $1.50 a hundred; inebriates, 50 cents; 
music teachers (instrumental only), 40 cents; 
fat persons (over 40 years old), 40 cents; 
dropsy, $1.50; amateur photographers, 40 
cents: while bald heads are put in at the 
ridiculously low bargain counter price of 
29 cents a hundred. Red-haired women 
come to 50 cents a hundred, while there is 
no reference on the price list to white horses. 
There is no doubt one end of the business 
is legitimate. The names of persons af- 
flicted with disease are sold to patent medi- 
cine firms. Notices of boilers blowing up or 
safes being blown open are sent to boiler 
or safe manufacturers. Mr. Carter insists 
the other end of the enterprise is legitimate, 
that he wants a correspondent in every town 
and will pay for names and clippings fur- 
nished. People desirous of getting rich by 
taking advantage of his ‘* liberal’’ terms, 
however, are in danger of overlooking a 
few important facts. Victims of St. Vitus’ 
dance, for instance, are not numerous and 
it would probably take weeks of work 
and miles of travel to find a hun- 
dred. Men of the widest acquaint- 
ance could hardly count up a hundred 
paralytics, a hundred sufferers from Bright's 
disease, a hundred stammerers, or even a 
hundred amateur photographers. News- 
paper articles on such subjects would be 
found even morerarely. Items about people 
who wear warts on their anatomy or have 
eyes at cross purposes do not find their 
way into the papers with much regularity. 
Yet there is nothing in Mr. Carter's cir- 
cular or schedule conveying any promise to 
pay anything at all for a less number of 
names or clippings than 100 in any of the 
numerous classifications. ‘The prospect is 
not cheering for correspondents in small 
towns or cifies, nor even in large ones. Mr. 
Carter, however, manages to look cheerful. 
He was as shocked at an intimation he 
might not treat his correspondents right as 
he was positive they could not gef the best 
of him. And really it ‘is not likely. Mr. 
Carter said on this subject: 


Business Runs Without Friction. 


“I have been in this business for two 
years, and I have never had any trouble. 
When corespondents do send me satisfactory 
names I do pay for them. I reserve the 
option of deciding the availability of name# 
Some people attempt to impose on me, but 
they are not successful. It is our purpose to 
get the names of various people needing 
special attendance, and the correspondent 
is furnished with blanks to write the names 
on. I have never had any trouble with the 
postal authorities. There are a number of 
false clipping bureaus, but mine is not one of 
that kind.’’ 

No, but a long time might be consumed in 
passing on the availability of names and clip- 
pings. 

Mr. Carter’s scheme hardly offers an easy 
road to fortune to his correspondents, 
though it may to himself.

*** You astonish me!’ M. Disraeli spoke in 
a tone of surprise.

It is interesting to any careful observer to 
bear in mind the factS stated, and study the 
craniums of youngsters. [t will be noticed 
that, like the only two ways that exist of 
doing a thing, the right and the wrong, there 
are only two ways of judging the child’s 
character by the manner in which the hair 
grows. If the student will take two boys, 
whose character he is able to learn but does 
not already know, he will be astonished at 
the accuracy with which he can outline the 
character of the lads, simply by the signs 
which their hair gives them.

In awarding the contract 
for the fountains they have abundartly lived 
up to their principles. One of, otr I¢cal 
eculptors who went down to see about it 
came back defeated, but laughing. “I 
simply wasn’t in it,”” he said. ‘* I submitted 
the best design for ten fountains that I could 
carry out at the price named. But another 
fellow undertook to make them reventeen 
fountains for the same money, so of course 
he got it. They must be something like the 
monstrosity in Washington Square, oppo- 
site the Newberry Library.

All the statuary—in all fifteen fig- 
ures, including four torch-hearers who guard 
the approaches—is to be of bronze. How 
Mrs. Copp can do it all for $50,000 is more’ 
than the lay observer can guess. But she 
says she would like to get a chance to try— 
and catching the infection of her enthusi- 
asm, one hopes she will. 

Mrs. Ellen Rankin Copp is not a newcomer 
in Chicago art circles. She has been well 
known in the local colony for several years. 
The mammoth figure of Hawali, which vis- 
itors to the World’s Fafr will remember as 
standing, with a wild volcanic sort of en- 
ergy, in front of the Hawatiian Panorama 
Building on the Midway, was of her design- 
ing.

In the heart of this clump, where there was 
comparatively little snow, we lay down, I a 
little behind the Baron, who waited patiently 
till dawn, and then gingerly twisted and 
broke the twigs of holly till he had a clear 
vista of aim on the cottage, now dimly visible 
through the frost haze. Its occunart. we 
judged, was cooking his breakfast, for smoke 
was lazily rising from the chimney. Then 
the sun chased away the haze. and the 
Baron caught a giimpse of the dul! gleam of 
& rifle barrel back in the room tnside the wide 
orifice where in peace time there had been 
a age frame. 

S first impulse was to aim a trifle behind 
the glint and then fire, but he restrained 
himself, for it was probable that he world 
not get many chances, so crafty was the 
Frenchman, an@ he was bound,’in the words 
of Kirkpatrick. to “mak siccar.” We lay 
for hours steadfastly gazing at the white

He had regularly installed himself in the 
cottage, it seemed. It was found well vic- 
tualed with bread, bacon, tinned food, wine, 
and coffee. and the man had brought with 
him a small library of good, solid reading, as 
well as writing matérials. On the table in 
the back room lay a half-finished ‘letter, 
which began: ‘“* Ma tres chere femme,”’ and 
which told in the most matter-of-fact style 
the results of his ball practice. He sent his 
love to his children, and begged them to 
pray for his continued success. 


He was not a soldier of the line. He wore 


‘the coarse uniform of a private of the Na- 


tional Guard, but his linen was fine and 
marked witha good name. Intheleft breast 
pocket of his tunic was found the photo- 
graph of a handsome woman, with a child at 
her knee, and a baby inherarms. No doubt 
the French .“* pig-dog,”’ as the Saxons called 
him, was a devoted patriot, according to his 
lights, and regarded himself as fighting the 
good fight for his native land. 

Schinberg’s fellows gave me the relics of 
the dead man when I visited them again 
just before the capitulation of Paris. When 
that event occurred, and I found myself 
in the fallen capital, one of the first things 
I did after attending to my work was to de- 
liver the relics at the address found in the 
cottage. The sharpshooter, it turned out, 
had been himself a journalist. As did so 
many other gallant French soldiers of the 
pen, he had rushed to arms when danger 
threatened the sacred soil. He had escaped 
from Sedan to form an item in the vast 
garrison of Paris, and burning with zeal 
and devotion to what he strangely conceived 
duty he had thrown himself into the miser- 
able business of pot shooting. 3 

The poor wife thought his work glorious 
and heroic. His children had a cribbage 
board, with the pegs of which they had 
proudly kept the tally of his homicides. 
I believe, before the Commune time came, 
that I had almost got to look at the maticr 
from their point of view. I never knew 
sweeter children.
